Castro offers a lot 


for holiday shopping

T his holiday season Castro merchants are 
launching a marketing effort to draw 
shoppers from across the city into the 
business district, advertising the fact that 
more than just gay bars dot upper Market 
and Castro streets. 

Despite last weekends wet weather, which 
put a damper on the start of the busy holi¬ 
day shopping season, the Bay Area Reporter 
headed out to the gay neighborhood to see 
just what owners have stocked in their stores 
this Christmas. 

The locally-owned Nancy Boy, a bath 
and body products store for men at 2319 
Market Street, is once again selling its tiara- 
topped blue glass ornaments ($15) which 
sold out last year. Expanding on the queenly 
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theme this year, the store is also selling a 
tiara-topped velvet royal bear ($45) because 
“some bears are secret princesses.” 

For the domestic goddess on ones list, the 
store also sells vintage decor glass bowls ($35 
to $40). Blown into various shapes, the bowls 
come in turquoise, sea-green, clear, and 
burnt orange colors. The store also packages 
its hair care and soap products into overnight 
bags ($25) claiming they are “perfect for peo¬ 
ple who sleep around.” The bags contain 
products for either hair or skin. 

The newly opened, lesbian-owned Happy 
Trails at 2231 Market Street returns the pop 
culture tastes of Uncle Marne’s to the Castro. 
The “one-stop pop shop” took over the space 
vacated by Crossroads Trading Company and 
opened Friday, November 28. 

The store carries everything from 2004 
calendars ($12.99) based on Dr. Seuss, The 
Petty Girls classic pin-up art, Curious George , 
and the Wizard of Oz to pop-themed T-shirts 
depicting James Dean, Marilyn Monroe, Mr. 
T, and Elvis. The shirts start at $18.99 for 
short sleeve and up to $27 for long-sleeve. 

Peter Grimm cowboy hats ($44.99) come 
in snake-skin style, with red flames, or in 
simple black or tans. Party beverage napkins 
sure to bring a smile to guests come in sets of 
20 ($5.99) and the trailer-park inspired pink 
flamingo lawn decor costs $19.99 for a set of 
two. 

The store also is selling a new edition of 
the 1962 children’s classic picture book This 
is San Francisco ($17.95) by Czech-born 
artist Miroslav Sasek. The book is a look back 
in time to a San Francisco of yesteryear, with 
footnotes added to explain how some of the 
scenes captured by Sasek are no more.

SF report Less 
risky sex found 
among gay men

F or the first time since 2001, 
gay and bisexual men are 
engaging in less risky sexual 
behavior and are helping to 
bring the city’s HIV epidemic 
under control, San Francisco 
health officials reported this week. 

In their annual report before 
the Health Commission Tuesday, 

December 2, officials with the Of¬ 
fice of AIDS said that after a resur- 
gence.of HIV infections in 1995, 
the rate of transmission of the virus among 
men who have sex with men has stabilized 
since 2001. 

And as the rest of the country continues to 
see a rise in AIDS cases, San Francisco health

officials report the city’s 
AIDS cases, as well as deaths, 
are on the decline. 

“New AIDS cases and 
deaths are declining. HIV risk 
behavior and incidence may 
be stabilizing. In 2002 it 
seemed to drop,” Sandra 
t Schwarcz, head of the health 
| department’s HIV/AIDS Sta- 
<3 tistics and Epidemiology Sec¬ 
tion, told health commission¬ 
ers. “But we do need to ex¬ 
pand efforts to monitor the 
leading edge of the epidemic.” 
Data from the Stop AIDS Project shows 
that gay and bi men, whether HIV-positive, - 
negative or status unknown, reported less un¬ 
protected anal intercourse between 2001 and

Governor proposes 
capping ADAP enrollment 


by Matthew S. Bajko 


H ess than a month in office 
and already Governor 
Ufa Arnold Schwarzenegger is 
pitting his administration against 
the state’s AIDS lobby, over a pro¬ 
posed cap in enrollment to a pro¬ 
gram that provides lifesaving 
drugs to people living with AIDS. 

As the governor looks to trim 
the state budget to meet an esti¬ 
mated $10 billion shortfall, 
Schwarzenegger has suggested the 
state limit the number of people 
who can apply to the AIDS Drug 
Assistance Program. The program 
currently is funded at $212 mil¬ 
lion, with the state’s contribution 
at $65 million. 

As part of a set of budget cuts 
he asked the Legislature to make 
halfway through the current bud¬ 
get year, Schwarzenegger pro¬ 
posed closing enrollment in the 
program to new participants, 
denying HIV medications to an 
estimated 720 people with HIV or 
AIDS from January 1 to June 30, 
2004. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation called the proposed policy 
a death sentence for those people 
who would be denied access to the 
life-saving medications. 

“The ability of low-income 
people living with HIV and AIDS 
to access this program is a matter 
of life and death,” said Dana Van 
Gorder, the foundation’s director 
of state and local affairs. “If Gov-

ernor Schwarzenegger’s proposal 
is enacted, many individuals will 
become sick and some people will 
die because they are denied access 
to life-saving medications.” 

AIDS lobbyists estimate the 
program needs an additional $40 
million to meet projected growth 
needs for the 2004-2005 budget 
year. During a meeting with the 
Assembly Budget Committee in 
November, Schwarzenegger’s fi¬ 
nance director Donna Arduin ar¬ 
gued that the proposed caps are 
necessary to rein in the state’s 
spending. 

Legislators and AIDS survivors 
immediately denounced the pro¬ 
posed plan and have already 
launched a lobbying effort to see 
that a cap is not imposed. 


“ADAP has been a critical life¬ 
line for tens of thousands of peo¬ 
ple living with AIDS and their 
lives will suffer with the proposed 
cutbacks,” said San Francisco res¬ 
ident Stu Smith, who is HIV-pos¬ 
itive. “I read only two days ago 
that our new governor said he 
wasn’t going to cut health or social 
services and that he would raise 
taxes before allowing further 
cuts.” 

Oakland resident Eric Ciasul- 
lo, chair of the National Associa¬ 
tion of People With AIDS Board 
of Directors, labeled the plan an 
“assault” and predicted that advo¬ 
cates and activists across the state 
will vigorously resist a cap, with 
demonstrations and possibly “die- 
in’s” on the steps of the Capitol. 

“For thousands of Californians 
with HIV/AIDS, ADAP is the ulti¬ 
mate safety net protecting us from 
an almost inevitable descent into 
severe illness, hospitalization, and 
death. ADAP saves lives in the 
most basic and straightforward 
way imaginable,” said Ciasullo. 
“For many of us, myself included, 
ADAP has provided an opportu¬ 
nity to avoid the hospital, stabilize 
medically, and return to work in 
jobs that provide full medical cov¬ 
erage. Capping enrollment to the 
program-of-last-resort for lifesav¬ 
ing medications condemns people 
with HIV/AIDS to death - it’s un¬ 
speakably cruel, it’s economically 
shortsighted, it’s bad for the econ¬ 
omy, and it’s bad public policy.”

M|P he gay founder of a Web site 
that tracks queer images 
» used in commercials will 
address a local LGBT employee 
group next week. 

Veteran ad journalist Michael 
Wilke, who launched the site 
www.commercialcloset.org in 
2001, will be the featured guest at 
the December meeting of Out & 
Equal Workplace Advocates. 
Wilke will review how classic gay 
stereotypes like the sissy, the lip¬ 
stick lesbian, and the leatherman, 
as well as same-sex kisses, have 


been represented in commercials 
worldwide over the last 30 years. 

The Web site’s archive contains 
over 600 commercials and 600 
print ads from around the world, 
and is constantly growing as new 
brands and companies turn a 
queer eye toward marketing their 
products. The project counts 
nearly 700 North American ads, 
200 from Europe, 40 from Aus¬ 
tralia/New Zealand, 20 from Latin 
America, and a handful from Asia 
and elsewhere. After the U.S., 
countries with the most ads are 
Great Britain, closely followed by 
Canada and Australia. 

Over 500 brands from nearly 


450 corporations are represented, 
with work from 300 ad agencies. 
The earliest commercial is from 
1974 (Joe Namath, Beautymist 
pantyhose) and earliest print ad 
from 1917 (Ivory).

Tribute to Harvey Milk 


M embers of the San Francisco Gay Men's Chorus, with former director Dick Kramer conducting, as¬ 
sembled on the steps of City Hall Thursday, November 27 in a moving reenactment of the group's 
first public performance. It was 25 years ago, on the night that Supervisor Harvey Milk and Mayor 
George Moscone were assassinated, that the band of singers gathered on the steps during a vigil for Milk 
and Moscone and publicly performed for the first time. Milk and Moscone were murdered by ex-Supervisor 
Dan White on November 27,1978. Current GMC artistic director and conductor Kathleen McGuire told the 
Bay Area Reporter that more than 100 chorus members took part in last week's performance. "What struck 
me was the number of people there who were there 25 years ago," she said. The chorus performed "Amaz¬ 
ing Grace," which was sung 25 years ago, and invited the audience to join in. Supervisor Bevan Dufty read 
Milk's "Hope" speech, and the chorus premiered a new piece inspired by the speech with music by Libby 
Larsen and lyrics by Adam Sandel. "It was very powerful," McGuire said. "I'm really glad that we did it."

AIDS groups launch 
voter education Web site

;; IDSVote.org was officially 
launched on World AIDS 
JF m Day, Monday, December 1, 
with the twin goals of educating 
presidential candidates about the 
issues and the public on the posi¬ 
tions that those candidates take. 

Founding organizations in¬ 
clude local groups such as the 
Stop AIDS Project in San Francis¬ 
co and the Gay Men’s Health Cri¬ 
sis in New York City, and national 
groups such as the National Asso¬ 
ciation of People With AIDS. 
Membership is open and growing. 

“AIDSVote.org is an effort to 
ensure that AIDS issues figure 
prominently in the public debate 
surrounding the 2004 presidential 
election,” said David Munar, with 
the AIDS Foundation of Chicago. 

The Web site includes a model 
presidential platform on 
HIV/AIDS, which has been sent to 
all of the presidential candidates. 


Candidate responses will be post¬ 
ed in full as they are received. 

The 10-point platform focuses 
on domestic and international 
funding; science-based rather 
than religious/ideological-based 
prevention activity; and integrat¬ 
ing solutions to associated issues 
of substance abuse, mental health, 
and comorbid diseases. 

“Or next president must ac¬ 
cept the awesome and solemn re¬ 
sponsibility to lead the word to 
end the AIDS pandemic,” said 
Julie Davids with the Community 
HIV/AIDS Mobilization for 
Power. “Our next president must 
insist that all people living with 
HIV receive immediate and high 
quality treatment.” 

Advocates have been frustrated 
by recent congressional action, or 
inaction, that does not adequately 
address severe underfunding of 
AIDS services through the Ryan 
White CARE Act. State waiting 
lists for the AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program are growing and sick 


people are not able to get access to 
the drugs that will save their lives. 
At least three people have died 
while waiting to get on ADAP. 

In California, the new admin¬ 
istration of Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger has proposed 
budget cuts that would result in 
closing enrollment to that state’s 
ADAP program in January [see 
story, page 1]. Anne Donnelly, 
with Project Inform, urged the 
governor “to reconsider this ill- 
advised course of action and in¬ 
stead affirm a commitment to low 
income people who depend on 
these life-saving health care pro¬ 
grams.” 

The recently passed Medicare 
bill, that includes prescription 
drug benefits for seniors, also 
threatens to cut off 50,000 
younger people with AIDS who 
now get their drugs through that 
program. The changes do not go 
into effect until 2006, so there is 
time to address and correct these 
concerns, advocates noted. ▼

Schwarzenegger lifts 
Rosenkrantz’s parole hopes

upporters of gay prisoner 
Robert Rosenkrantz have 
reason to be hopeful that 
Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger 
will not stand in the way of his pa¬ 
role. 

Since being sworn in last 
month, Schwarzenegger has ap¬ 
proved parole in two out of the 
three cases that have come across 
his desk. Schwarzenegger’s prede¬ 
cessor, Gray Davis, once vowed to 
block the parole of all convicted 
killers. In his five years in office, 
Davis allowed freedom for only 
eight of the nearly 300 life-sen¬ 
tence prisoners whose release was 
approved by the parole board. The 
board only approves release for 
about 1 percent of eligible prison¬ 
ers. 

“Governor Schwarzenegger in¬ 
tends to let the Board of Prison 
Terms do its job,” Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger’s deputy press secretary, Vince 
Solitto, told the Bay Area Reporter 
this week. “Only when he has a 
strong conviction that a clear 
error has been made does he in¬ 
tend to review the granting or de¬ 
nial of parole.” 

Rosenkrantz, 36, was convict¬ 
ed of second-degree murder in 
Los Angeles County for the 1985 
shooting death of a schoolmate 
who physically attacked him on 
the night of his high school grad¬ 
uation and later outed him to his 
parents. 

Judy Greenspan of California 
Prison Focus has been one of 
Rosenkrantz’s strongest advocates. 
She told the B.A.R. that she hopes 
Schwarzenegger will abide by the 
parole board’s recommendations 
and ultimately allow for 
Rosenkrantz’s freedom.

“I don’t have a new cause for 
optimism but it does seem like the 
governor is relying on the parole 
board, which is a positive thing,” 
Greenspan said. “It’s tragic that we 
have to be overjoyed by a governor 
approving what the board de¬ 
cides.” 

Rosenkrantz’s parole has been 
supported by the judge who 
presided over his case, the homi¬ 
cide investigator who arrested 
him, and the victim’s late grand¬ 
mother. The surviving family of 
the victim, Steve Redman, has de¬ 
clined the B.A.R.'s requests for 
comment. For the first time, the 
family formally opposed 
Rosenkrantz’s parole at his last pa¬ 
role hearing in 2000. In a letter to 
the board, the family wrote that 
Rosenkrantz should serve at least 
the minimum of his 17-years-to- 
life sentence. 

Rosenkrantz’s fight for free¬ 
dom has been tied up in the 
courts for more than four years. 
Two superior court judges and 


two appeals court panels indepen¬ 
dently ruled that he had been ille¬ 
gally denied parole. But the state, 
under the direction of Davis, ap¬ 
pealed those rulings at every turn. 
Finally last year the California 
Supreme Court sided with Davis, 
granting him a free hand to main¬ 
tain his hard line against parole. 
Rosenkrantz’s appeal to the feder¬ 
al courts is pending. 

Rosenkrantz’s next parole 
hearing is scheduled for January 5. 
Attorney Don Specter of The 
Prison Law Office, a nonprofit 
prisoners’ rights group, told the 
B.A.R. that the parole board is still 
under court order to find 
Rosenkrantz suitable for parole 
and set a release date. Specter, who 
once represented Rosenkrantz, 
said that nothing substantial has 
changed in the case to negate the 
court’s earlier order. 

If the board approves 
Rosenkrantz’s parole, the gover¬ 
nor will then have to decide 
whether to block it. If 
Schwarzenegger simply does 
nothing, Rosenkrantz will be 
freed. 

Specter said he is encouraged 
by Schwarzenegger’s more liberal 
stance on parole. 

Well-known appellate attorney 
Dennis Riordan will represent 
Rosenkrantz at his hearing next 
month. The San Francisco-based 
lawyer has handled a number of 
high-profile cases. Most recently, 
he represented Marjorie Knoller 
during the post-verdict stage of 
her case. Knoller was convicted of 
second-degree murder in connec¬ 
tion with the fatal dog-mauling of 
San Francisco lesbian Diane 
Whipple. A judge later reduced 
that conviction to manslaughter. 

Riordan did not return the 
B.A.R.'s calls by press time. V 


SF attorney wins NGLTF award

hen activists are dedicat¬ 
ed to a cause - particular¬ 
ly efforts that often fall 
below the radar - they usually 
trade their personal time and fi¬ 
nances for the greater good of the 
people they serve. 

Such is the case with Shannon 
Minter, an attorney with the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights. 
Minter has greatly advanced 
transgender rights with his work, 
from establishing a youth project 
to prevent damaging therapies 
targeted at “repairing” children’s 
gender identities to representing 
transgender father Michael Kan- 
taras in last year’s groundbreaking 
custody suit in Florida (Kantaras, 
who had to prove he was legally 
male and therefore legally married 
to his former spouse, won his 
case). 

Recognizing these hard-earned 
accomplishments, the Anderson 
Prize Foundation last month an¬ 
nounced that Minter had received 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s community service 
award. The award carries with it a 
cash prize of $10,000 and is the 
third NGLTF community service 
award to be given out of a four- 
year program funded by the An¬ 
derson Prize Foundation. The 
foundation, which also funds the 
annual Stonewall Awards, was set 
up to honor those who have made

great contributions to the LGBT 
community. It is named for the 
late Paul Anderson of Chicago 
and run by his surviving partner, 
Allen Schuh. 

“Shannon’s personal dedica¬ 
tion to his work - often represent¬ 
ing considerable financial sacrifice 
- has benefited both the local 
community and the nation,” said 
a statement from the Anderson 
Prize Foundation. 

The Bay Area Reporter was un¬ 
able to reach Minter for comment. 

Minter, himself a transgender 
individual, is known as one of the 
country’s leading litigators on be¬ 
half of transgender people. The 
Kantaras case not only made his¬ 


tory, but was broadcast on Court 
TV, reaching and potentially ed¬ 
ucating millions of people. 
Minter’s other noteworthy con¬ 
tributions include winning asy¬ 
lum for a Mexican transgender 
youth in 2000; and authoring 
several amicus briefs, including 
one for the wrongful death law¬ 
suit filed on behalf of Brandon 
Teena. 

Minter is <ilso known for his 
drafting legislation to prohibit 
discrimination against transgen¬ 
ders. He is the co-author, along 
with Paisley Currah, of Transgen¬ 
der Equality: A Handbook for Ac¬ 
tivists and Policy Makers, used by 
activists and legislators across the 
country. He also helped to draft 
and enact last year’s AB196, As¬ 
semblyman Mark Leno’s (D-San 
Francisco) groundbreaking hous¬ 
ing and employment antidiscrim¬ 
ination law. He is working toward 
passing and enacting similar leg¬ 
islation at the federal level. 

In addition to his work at 
NCLR, Minter is a founding 
member of the Transgender Law 
and Policy Institute, and San 
Francisco’s Transgender Law Cen¬ 
ter. He has taught at a number of 
law schools, including Stanford, 
Boalt, Golden Gate, and the Uni¬ 
versity of San Francisco. He serves 
on the board of directors of 
Equality California and on the ad¬ 
visory board of the International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission. ▼

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Tuesday’s vote is critical 


3 t’s that time of year again - San Francis¬ 
co’s December 9 runoff election for 
mayor and district attorney is just days 
away. The choices couldn’t be more clear to 
us - as we did in last month’s general election, 
we’re recommending voters choose Supervi¬ 
sor Gavin Newsom for mayor and deputy city 
attorney Kamala Harris for district attorney. 

Mayor’s race 

In the runoff race for mayor, Newsom 
has continued to emphasize his earnest de¬ 
sire to move the city forward, and we believe 
he will do just that if elected. Newsom has 
spent more than a year now campaigning to 
reform the city’s intractable homeless situa¬ 
tion, which continues to be the top concern 
among San Franciscans. At Tuesday’s final 
televised mayoral debate, Newsom reiterat¬ 
ed that his homeless plan is a first step, and 
one that would provide services for the 
homeless rather than cash assistance. Board 
of Supervisors President Matt Gonzalez, 
Newsom’s challenger, opposes Care Not 
Cash, yet has no specific plan to address the 
problem. He has twice ducked questions 
during the televised forums (once Tuesday 
and once during a debate before last 
month’s election) about how he would han¬ 
dle one aspect of homelessness. Earlier he 
refused to answer a question about whether 
he would allow the homeless to sleep in 
Golden Gate Park; on Tuesday he skipped 
over a similar question about police cita¬ 
tions for the homeless. The bottom line is 
that many San Franciscans want progress on 
the city’s homeless situation. Newsom has 
pledged to make change. 

In contrast, Gonzalez is running as a re¬ 
former, but has not put forth details about 
how or what he will reform. He has been crit¬ 
ical of Mayor Brown’s commission appoint¬ 
ments, but voted for Supervisor Chris Daly’s 
nominee to the Public Utilities Commission 
(made while Daly briefly served as acting 
mayor) - an appointment that was not pub¬ 
licly discussed by die board as the others are 
and was in fact, made in secret. That’s open 
government? Newsom says he will keep pol¬ 
itics out of the appointment process, and 


wants the best qualified people for the posts. 

Party affiliation is also an issue in the 
race; Newsom is a Democrat, Gonzalez is a 
Green. At Tuesday’s forum, Newsom said 
that he’s his own person and that 
“I’m not interested in moving away 
from the Brown machine to cre¬ 
ate a Green machine.” , 

The next mayor of San Fran¬ 
cisco must work with everyone, 
not only at the local level, but with 
political leaders at the state and federal 
levels. Gavin Newsom will be the more 
effective advocate and leader 
for all of San Francisco. 

District attorney’s race 

In the D.A.’s race, Kamala Harris, who 
used to work for incumbent District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan, is the clear choice, 
and has support from a broad swath of the 
city - from residents in the Bayview to civic 
leaders and the legal community. Harris is a 


breath of fresh air in the race; and after eight 
long years of Hallinan’s largely ineffective 
administration, Harris is truly the candidate 
who can restore confidence and profession¬ 
alism to the office. 

Harris supports medical marijuana 
(one of Hallinan’s few good points) 
but more than that, we believe her to 
be a capable administrator who can 
work with the police department and 
the community to improve effective 
law enforcement. She opposes the 
death penalty and is a strong advo¬ 
cate of diversion programs for 
nonviolent offenders. She 
knows the system, and knows 
how it can be improved. 

Harris has been endorsed by all three gay 
newspapers - no small feat in our diverse 
community - and that pretty much says it all. 

On Tuesday, we strongly urge readers to 
vote for Gavin Newsom for mayor and Ka¬ 
mala Harris for district attorney. T 




Why SF needs Harris as D.A.

s former San Francisco assistant dis- 
J m trict attorneys, we write to strongly 
encourage your support for Kamala 
Harris for D.A. on Tuesday, December 9. 
Collectively we represent a rainbow of com¬ 
munities - none of us is part of any “politi¬ 
cal machine” - who became prosecutors to 
promote restorative justice within the crim¬ 
inal justice system. We were progressive 
young lawyers, not your typical district at¬ 
torney prototype, who were lured by the lib¬ 
eral agenda promoted by Terence Hallinan 
in his first term. We believed that Hallinan 
would take a non-traditional approach to 
criminal prosecution and we were excited to 
be part of it. 

In the beginning, things looked promis¬ 
ing. Under the leadership of Chief Assistant 
Dick Iglehart, we saw positive change and 
felt that we were accomplishing what we set 
out to do. During this period, Kamala Har¬ 
ris was recruited from the Alameda County 
District Attorney’s Office to manage the ca¬ 
reer criminal unit of the San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s Office. Already a veteran 
prosecutor of 10 years, Kamala immediate¬ 
ly became a natural leader among us. As 
head of the career criminal unit, Kamala 
carried her own caseload, took cases to trial 
where she secured convictions, and was re¬ 
spected office-wide for her trial skills, her 
intelligence, and her compassion. Moreover, 
Kamala often took time out of her busy 
schedule to counsel the less experienced at¬ 
torneys, helping us analyze cases and pre¬ 
pare for trial. Kamala personified progres¬ 
sive, effective, compassionate leadership. 


Then, in January 2000, Governor Gray 
Davis appointed Iglehart to the California 
Superior Court, and things began to fall 
apart. Terence ignored pleas from within the 
office to appoint Kamala as the new chief as¬ 
sistant, and instead hired Darrell Solomon, 
an attorney with no experience as a prose¬ 
cutor. The office quickly became seriously 
dysfunctiqnal. The management of the of¬ 
fice became highly politicized.

The older, more experienced as¬ 
sistant D.A.s were relegated to low- 
profile positions. Some were forced 
out. Crimes were not prosecuted 
consistently. As the atmosphere in 
the office worsened, a long exodus 
of many bright, talented 
attorneys began, and the 
office morale sank to new 
lows. 

We encouraged Ka¬ 
mala to run for district attorney because 
San Francisco deserves a competent, profes¬ 
sional, well-managed District Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice. San Francisco also deserves a prosecu¬ 
tor who will show leadership on the sensi¬ 
tive issues we care about - effective diver¬ 
sion programs and treatment for non-vio¬ 
lent first-time offenders, defense of medical 
marijuana, opposition to the death penalty, 
support for police reform, and real compas¬ 
sion for victims of crime.

Yes, blame Canada 

This is a response to Ms. Robin Tyler’s letter of No¬ 
vember 20 where she criticizes the Federation of Gay 
Games for trying to micromanage the Montreal Gay 
Games without assuming any responsibility. These are 
my personal reactions, not the federation’s. 

It was Celebration ’90 that formally “festivalized” 
the Gay Games, opening the door to a lot of the non¬ 
sport activities that would eventually bankrupt sub-" 
sequent hosts. Be it the extravagant Opening/Closing 
ceremonies of Vancouver, NYC, and Amsterdam, the 
NYC City Center Bill Jones Dance event of Unity NY 
’94 (a $250K loss), or the numerous Sydney parties 
that went bust, the shift in emphasis toward a festival 
with some bolted-on sports activities has been at the 
root of the financial problem. 

The federation has the records, the financial state¬ 
ments, and the databases since 1994 to prove it. To say 
that the federation has not turned over this informa¬ 
tion to each successive host is absurd. But what is 
more ridiculous is that each successive host has re¬ 
peated the same mistakes (over the objections of the 
federation) as if to expect a different result. 

I am one of 45 who have competed at every Gay 
Games, and I have a lot of my life invested in the Gay 
Games movement. I remember sitting on the field of 
opening and closing ceremonies for Celebration ’90, 
listening to the high-minded ideals of Sven Robinson 
and Robin Tyler. But it was hard to appreciate their 
words, when I was pricing the extravagance of hot air 
balloons, knowing that I had to unexpectedly shell out 
close to $300 for “supplies” that week in order for the 
wrestling event to come off. 

The only good to come of this entire Montreal 
episode is that we are finally going to expose that man 
behind the curtain, the festival moguls and tourism 
boards that pollute the process with conflicts of inter¬ 
est and bad data. The bid documents prepared by the 
host tourism boards have been nothing short of em¬ 
barrassing fabrications, such that the federation was 
prohibited from circulating them in 1999/2000 to po¬ 
tential sponsors. It is different than the blatant corrup¬ 
tion of the International Olympic Committee. Federa¬ 
tion directors try to be professional, but are at the 
mercy of the data and research provided them by the 
bidding cities. There is no mechanism for formal pro¬ 
fessional authentication and verification of the bids. 

The ugly truth is that the athletes, who make up 90 
percent of the registrations, are subsidizing a huge fes¬ 
tival over and beyond the sports component with 
constantly rising fees that could total $200 (U.S.) per 
athlete if Montreal got its way. The results of the fed¬ 
eration survey of 9,000 athletes from Sydney is quite 
clear (www.gaygames.org). The Gay Games con¬ 
stituents, the athletes, the people who are paying per¬ 
haps 65 percent of the bottom line, overwhelmingly 
want a smaller, more sports focused event, not an¬ 
other Pride festival. It has taken 12 years, but the re¬ 
sults are in, and they are incontrovertible. We must 
reverse the festival model that Vancouver Celebration 
’90 hoisted on the Gay Games movement, and get 
back to the basics, a multi-sport event. 

Any other comparable event like the Olympics 
would have similar license agreement requirements 
dealing with financial milestones and audits between 
the host city and the IOC. Montreal’s position is with¬ 
out precedent in the world of license agreements, a 
brand is always licensed with strings attached, and it 
is not called “micromanagement.”

n Tuesday, December 9, San 
Francisco voters will go 
back to the polls to elect a 
new mayor, and, hopefully, a new 
district attorney in the runoff 
election.

Gonzalez, however, 
and others on the board, restrict¬ 
ed them anyway, causing great 
harm to our community, and, 
again, arrogantly defying the pub¬ 
lic will. 

Closing Golden Gate Park to 
automobiles on Saturdays? Twice 
voters said no, but Gonzalez is still 
determined to close it anyway. 

Gonzalez seems more deter¬ 
mined in building up member¬ 
ship in his Green Party than in 
solving this city’s problems. New¬ 
som has concrete plans to address 
the homeless problem and revive 
our economy with good jobs, 
making it possible for more of us 
to live in a city that we love and 
where we are all free to live as we 
choose. 

Newsom has concrete plans for 
housing for the city’s middle class, 
so that people who are not 
wealthy can also afford to live a life 
in San Francisco. Gonzalez, it is 
fair to point out, despite all of his 
"progressive” rhetoric, has yet to 
define any realistic ideas for these 
or any other pressing issues. 

While much of the city has 
pressing problems, it cannot go 
unnoticed that Gonzalez has 
failed - badly - to even begin to 
address the growing homeless and 
drug-dealing problems in the very 
district he represents (District 5, 
the Haight).

he AIDS epidemic has had a 

| profound effect on the 

LGBT community, bringing 
many people out of the closet for 
the first time and influencing the 
attitudes of government officials 
and the public toward gay men. It 
also spurred major changes in 
how people with a disease relate to 
the medical establishment. 

The earliest years of the epi¬ 
demic were fraught with fear and 
uncertainty as gay men confront¬ 
ed the burgeoning health crisis. 
Despite the climate of secrecy, 
some men took the courageous 
step of acknowledging that they 
had the “gay cancer” that would 
soon become known as AIDS. 

In San Francisco, Bobbi Camp¬ 
bell, a registered nurse and a 
member of the Sisters of Perpetu¬ 
al Indulgence - a drag troupe of 
gay men dressed as nuns - recog¬ 
nized the need to put a face to the 
new disease. In December 1981, 
he came out in the pages of the 
local gay newspaper, The Sentinel , 
and in 1983, he appeared with his 
lover on the cover of Newsweek 
magazine, earning him the title of 
“AIDS Poster Boy.” 

Pioneering AIDS physician 
Marcus Conant suggested that 
Campbell and another man he was 
treating, Dan Turner, get together 
to discuss their experiences. Out of 
this meeting grew People with 
AIDS San Francisco, the first ad¬ 
vocacy group by and for people 
with the disease. In May 1983, 
Campbell was among those who 
led the first-ever candlelight 
march organized by people with 
AIDS, behind a banner proclaim¬ 
ing “Fighting for Our Lives.” 

In New York City, Phil Lan- 
zaratta did several early news in¬ 
terviews and wrote a personal ac¬ 
count of living with AIDS for 
Christopher Street magazine. In 
1982, Michael Callen and Richard 
Berkowitz, who had been intro¬ 


duced by their doctor, Joseph 
Sonnabend, attended one of the 
first peer support groups for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS at Beth Israel Hos¬ 
pital, as well as early meetings of 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis. But, 
Callen later recalled, he grew frus¬ 
trated with GMHC forums 
“where those of us with 
AIDS would sit silently in 
the audience and x hear 
doctors, nurses, lawyers, 
insurance experts, and [so¬ 
cial workers] tell us what it 
was like to have AIDS.” The 
two soon formed a 
new group called Gay 
Men with AIDS. 

In June 1983, 

Campbell, Turner, Lanzaratta, 
Callen, Berkowitz, and about 10 
other gay men with AIDS attend¬ 
ed the Second National AIDS 
Forum, part of the National Les¬ 
bian and Gay Health Conference 
in Denver. During an ad-hoc 
meeting, the men hashed out their 
visions for a self-empowerment 
movement and a national net¬ 
work of people with AIDS. 

One point of contention for 
them concerned how gay men 
could stay healthy without sacri¬ 
ficing their hard-won sexual free¬ 
dom. Some of these men had been 
trailblazers in developing the con¬ 
cept of safer sex. In 1982, for ex¬ 
ample, Campbell and the Sisters 
of Perpetual Indulgence produced 
“Play Fair,” the first safer-sex 
brochure, and Callen and 
Berkowitz wrote a controversial 
article for the New York Native en¬ 
titled “We Know Who We Are: 
Two Gay Men Declare War on 
Promiscuity.” Callen, a self-pro- 
claimed “slut,” and Berkowitz, a 
former hustler, had come to be¬ 
lieve that rampant sex and drug 
use could wreak havoc on the im¬ 
mune system. In 1983, the two 
published “How to Have Sex in an 
Epidemic: One Approach,” which 
emphasized risk-reduction mea¬ 
sures such as condom use. 

At the end of the conference, 
the small group of people with 
AIDS took the stage before the 
keynote speaker and read a state¬ 
ment that became known as the 
Denver Principles. “We condemn 
attempts to label us as ‘victims,’ a 
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term which implies defeat, and we 
are only occasionally ‘patients,’ a 
term which implies passivity, help¬ 
lessness, and dependence upon the 
care of others. We are people with 
AIDS,” they declared. Among the 
11 principles, the PWAs asserted 
their right “to be involved at 
every level of decision-mak¬ 
ing,” “to be involved in all 
AIDS forums with equal 
credibility,” and “to die - 
and to live - in dignity.” 
The statement was met 
with a moment of stunned 
silence, followed by 
10 minutes of ap¬ 
plause. 

The inspiration 
from the Denver meeting fueled 
the creation of countless local 
PWA groups, community research 
initiatives, buyers’ clubs to pro¬ 
cure alternative therapies and un¬ 
approved pharmaceuticals, and 
the National Association of Peo¬ 


ple with AIDS. “We came to Den¬ 
ver as sick people and left as ac¬ 
tivists,” Berkowitz later wrote. “We 
marched in parades, testified be¬ 
fore legislatures, started newslet¬ 
ters and hot lines, organized PWA 
coalitions. Against a barrage of 
medical reports that an AIDS di¬ 
agnosis was a death sentence and 
media images of PWAs as disfig¬ 
ured monsters, we gave the most 
stigmatized disease of our time a 
human face.” 

Several of the PWAs at the 
Denver meeting, including Camp¬ 
bell, died soon thereafter, but a 
few became long-term survivors. 
Callen gained renown as a singer- 
songwriter, both as a soloist and 
with the a capella group the Flir¬ 
tations. He gave his final perfor¬ 
mance at the 1993 March on 
Washington, before dying of AIDS 
later that year. Berkowitz, still alive 
today and the group’s sole sur¬ 
vivor, went on to write a book 


(published this year) about the in¬ 
vention of safer sex. ▼

Project Inform 
launches a new hotline 
and cable TV campaign

§1 Jjl onday, December 1 was 
Jjw World AIDS Day. It was 
m m m also the unveiling of a 
unique collaboration between the 
cable industry and a local 
HIV/AIDS organization. 

Access SF/Cable Channel 29 
and Project Inform have teamed 
up to air a public service an¬ 
nouncement that publicizes Pro¬ 
ject Inform’s new toll-free hotline 
number and provides a cohesive 
message for people seeking a safe 
and confidential place to sort out 
HIV care and treatment options. 
The 30-second advertisements are 
running regularly on Channel 29, 
and plans call for the announce¬ 
ments to continue through June 
of next year. 

While the agency will keep the 
old hotline number, the new one 
was established because it’s more 
recognizable, Project Inform staff 
said. 

The PSAs were made possible 
through a $5,000 grant from 
Cable Positive, the national orga¬ 
nization of industry insiders ded¬ 
icated to responding to 
HIV/AIDS. 

Channel 29’s Marc Smolowitz 
told the Bay Area Reporter that part 
of his job is to track various grants 
available, and when he spotted the 
Cable Positive opportunity, he 
pitched a partnership to several 
San Francisco organizations. 

“It was Project Inform,” said 
Smolowitz, “that really stepped up

to the partnership.” 

“We are thrilled to be working 
with Access SF on this project as 
any opportunity that helps us am¬ 
plify our message of hope is a wel¬ 
come one,” said Project Inform 
Executive Director Ellen LaPointe. 

The team worked together for 
months to develop a plan to pitch 
for the grant. 

“We had to have a very devel¬ 
oped partnership agreement with 
them before even beginning to 
write the grant proposal,” said 
Smolowitz. “Cable Positive has a 
rigorous set of criteria for how 
they evaluate their grant applica¬ 
tions.” 

It was a bit risky to spend so 
much energy on a project that was 
not necessarily a given, said 
Smolowitz, but “we were very 


confident about our working rela¬ 
tionship and knew that the final 
product would eventually have a 
place somewhere.” 

Cable Positive announced in 
October that Channel 29 had won 
the money to produce Project In¬ 
form’s PSA. With a quick turn¬ 
around time, the team “fast 
tracked production,” said 
Smolowitz, to ensure a World 
AIDS Day launch. 

Project Informs Jeff Ward told 
the B.A.R. that the agency’s hot¬ 
line saw a 20 percent increase in 
calls in 2002 and that so far, the 
increase is holding steady for 
2003, though final figures won’t be 
available until after the end of the 
year. 

“It really suggests a real need” 
for the hotline, Ward added. 

For Project Inform, the new 
PSAs coincide with its upcoming 
outdoor media campaign planned 
for bus shelters and BART sta¬ 
tions. As for Channel 29, the sta¬ 
tion has committed to helping 
Project Inform place the PSAs on 
additional cable channels. The 
channel is proud, said Smolowitz, 
that its community outreach has 
been so successful. 

“It’s the first time we’ve really 
reached out in a broad sweeping 
way around this kind of grant 
partnership,” said Smolowitz.

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The not-so-civil marriage debate

he recent ruling by the 

Massachusetts Supreme Ju¬ 
dicial Court on same-sex 
marriage was a historic step to¬ 
ward our full equality under the 
law. Given its significance, we 
should all be thrilled and en¬ 
ergized. But instead, the de¬ 
cision has left some of us un¬ 
easy about the ugly antigay 
backlash already taking 
shape. 

Right-wingers 
claiming to be en¬ 
raged by the decision, 
but, in fact, they’re 
buoyed by the 
prospect of se¬ 
curing a sec¬ 
ond term for 
Bush over the wedge issue of mar¬ 
riage. Antigay legislators and lob¬ 
byists seeking to exorcise the 
same-sex marriage demon 
through a federal amendment 
have thrown their efforts into 
overdrive. 

Making these political maneu- 
verings worse is the barrage of 
media coverage dissecting same- 
sex relationships and why they do 
or do not deserve legal recogni¬ 
tion. Although a number of re¬ 
ports and editorials have been 
supportive of the Massachusetts 
ruling, many have been vicious. 
On her radio program, Sandy 
Rios, president of Concerned 
Women for America, urged listen¬ 
ers to stop gay marriage, or it will 
lead to “the American public dis¬ 
integrating and ... our enemies 
overtaking us because we have no 
moral will.” (Read: Gay people are 
to blame for September 11.) 

It’s easy to dismiss Rios and 
others like her as loose cannons. 
But what about the kinder, gentler 
conservatives of whom gay Re¬ 
publicans are so fond? National 
Public Radio, usually a left-lean¬ 
ing source of commentary, re¬ 
cently aired hurtful remarks by 
the National Review's Stanley 
Kurtz, who made the bizarre claim 
that gay marriage would ultimate¬ 
ly work to the detriment of all 
American children. According to 
Kurtz, when straights can’t claim 
marriage as their own anymore, 
they’ll simply stop marrying, and 
their children will no longer enjoy 
the stability that marital unions 
bring. (Read: Gay people will be to 
blame for deadbeat straight par¬ 
ents.) 

What makes “theories” like this 
more insidious than the rants of 
blatant homophobes like Rios is 
that they mask bigotry in terms of 
support - the old “some of my 
best friends are gay” humbug. 
Kurtz says he wants his gay friends 
and colleagues to have rights - just 
not this one. Or as the Alliance for 
Marriage delicately frames it, 
“Gays and lesbians have the right 
to live as they choose” - as long as

it’s not in same-sex marriages. 

I’m sick to death of these anti¬ 
gay invectives, and the ink is hard¬ 
ly dry on the Massachusetts rul¬ 
ing. But then, right-wingers would 
like nothing better than for gay 
people and their allies to become 
so tired and drained - emotional¬ 
ly and financially - by struggling 
for marriage rights that we 
just give up the fight. 

Even if we’re tired, 
though, we can’t afford the 
luxury of quitting. Indeed, we 
have to try harder than ever 
to foil the Republican 
plans to dishonor our re¬ 
lationships for the party’s 
political gain. The follow- 

_ ing is a tactic 

I’ve advocat¬ 
ed before, but 
it bears re¬ 
peating: Each of us needs to press 
our straight families and friends 
to take this issue personally. Lead¬ 
ers of the black civil rights move¬ 
ment knew that they would ac¬ 
complish their goals much more 
quickly if white people took up 
the cause as their own. 


We need, then, to ask the 
straight people in our lives to 
speak up for us publicly - through 
letters to news media and legisla¬ 
tors, speeches to church groups, e- 
mails to friends, 
conversations 
with co-work¬ 
ers. We want 
them to call 
attention to 
the fact that 
the right- 
wing drive 
against 
civil mar¬ 
riage 
rights, al¬ 
though cloaked in the guise of re¬ 
ligion, is at its core politically dri¬ 
ven and deeply hateful - and that 
it hurts people they care about. 

Consider this example and 
share it with others: A year ago, 
the city of Cleveland Heights 
began granting health benefits to 
domestic partners of city employ¬ 
ees. This wasn’t about marriage 
rights for all gay Ohioans, but 
about health benefits for a very 
small number of civil servants. 


Immediately, antigay groups 
launched an all-out campaign to 
repeal those health benefits. 
Obviously, among the 
many things that God ( 



decreed in the 
Bible was that 
health insurance bene¬ 
fits should be for hetero 
sexual families only. 

Consider this, too: In an effort 
to negate the need for same-sex 
marriage, the Family Research 
Council spreads the lie that the 
legal and financial benefits of 
marriage “are already afforded 
[gay couples] via a will, power of 
attorney, or contract.” Not only is 
this paperwork extremely expen¬ 



sive (ours ran $1,000 six years ago, 
and my partner and I didn’t even 
need documents for parental 
rights), but it could never begin to 
cover the many protections and 
benefits that civil marriage brings. 
Deep down, the right’s effort 
exploit the marriage issue 
about religion; it’s a political 
attempt to deceive and confuse the 
public to win an election at the ex¬ 
pense of a particular 
group of citizens. 
Understanding that 
should make the 
issue very, very 
personal - not just 
for gay people, but 
for all Americans 
who have lesbians 
and gay men in 
their lives. ▼

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Sticks and stones

F ronting the Pendulum, 4146 
18th Street, December 2, 
12:53 a. m.: A huge brawl oc¬ 
curred outside the Pendulum bar 
which led to three people being 
arrested and four people being in¬ 
jured. According to witnesses, a 
group of young adults got into a 
physical confrontation after a man 
standing on the steps of the 
bar told one of them, 

“You’re an ugly bitch.” 

The group allegedly 
challenged the man to 
a fight and the man 
summoned four of 
his friends who were 
inside the bar. The 
two groups began 
to brawl using pool 
sticks and beer 
bottles as weapons 
and the combat quickly spread 
onto 18th Street. Patrons from the 
Edge and Badlands bars tried to 
intervene. One of the victims of 
the fray, who had been kicked re¬ 
peatedly, crawled into the Edge 
bar to take refuge as several other 
witnesses dialed 911 on their cell 
phones. Police responded with 
lights and sirens and shut down 
18th Street between Castro and 
Collingwood as they retained con¬ 
trol of the street. Twelve people 
were detained, three were arrest¬ 
ed, and four were treated by para¬ 
medics. Police confiscated four 
knives, a pool stick, three shorter 
sticks with nails protruding from 
the top, and a broken umbrella. 
Two of the three arrested, ages 19 
and 20, were taken to Mission Sta¬ 
tion and cited for battery and re¬ 
sisting arrest, while a third sus¬ 
pect, 32, was booked for aggravat¬ 
ed assault. 

Big words 

Badlands, 412118th Street, No¬ 
vember 30, 6 p.m.: After allegedly 
telling the bartender to “Fuck off,” 
a man was asked to leave the 
premises. “This is my bar,” the 
trespasser responded. “I don’t 


have to go anywhere.” When the 
bartender threatened to call the 
police, the man started screaming, 
“Fuck-you, fuck-you, fuck-you!” 

Officers soon arrived. After 
telling the man to leave, he ap¬ 
proached one of the officers, com¬ 
ing within inches of his face, and 
screamed, “Fuck you, too.” The of¬ 
ficer grabbed one of the man’s 
arms as another officer grabbed 
the other arm, and they both es¬ 
corted the drunk outside. As 
they reached the sidewalk, 
the man resisted, trying 
to jerk both his arms 
away from the officers. 
Because of the rain, 
the sidewalk was slick, 
and all three fell to the 
concrete. During 
the struggle, the 
suspect sustained 
a large bump and 
cut to his fore¬ 
head. A sergeant was summoned 
to the scene along with an ambu¬ 
lance. As paramedics tried to assist 
the man, the suspect resisted, 
telling them to “Fuck off.” Because 
of his injury, the man was 
strapped to a gurney against his 
will and transported to San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital. Once 
there, he refused all medical care, 
signing a release. Still in custody 
for resisting arrest, however, the 
suspect was taken to Mission Sta¬ 
tion for booking. Because he was 
intoxicated, the booking officer 
refused custody, so sheriff’s 
deputies took him to the county 
jail where a medical staff was on 
hand. During his booking at 
county jail, however, the suspect 
indicated he was suicidal, and was 
held for a psychological evalua¬ 
tion. 

Coordinated effort 

Fronting the Womens Building, 
3543 18th Street, November 29, 
1:50 a.m.: While two women were 
standing on the sidewalk in front 
of the Women’s Building, a man 
quickly approached them from 
behind and ripped the purse off 
the shoulder of one of the women. 


The suspect - described as His¬ 
panic, 20-30 years old, 5 feet 6 
inches, wearing a blue hooded 
sweatshirt and blue jeans - fled on 
foot with the purse in hand, to¬ 
ward Linda Street. The victims 
gave chase, and the suspect 
tripped and fell to the sidewalk, 
spilling the purse contents. The 
suspect picked up the wallet and 
ran to a waiting green Pontiac 
Bonneville with a broken rear 
window. The suspect and the Pon¬ 
tiac’s driver fled south on Valencia 
from 18th Street. 

Fuel to the fire 

Arco filling station, 376 Castro, 
November 24, 4 p.m.: The owner 
of the filling station received an 
anonymous tip that a slender 
white male with blond hair was 
spotted the night before crawling 
through the window of the gas 
station’s garage. Recognizing the 
description as someone she 
banned from the premises, the 
owner thanked the caller, checked 
the garage, and discovered several 
tools missing from a chest and 
$600 gone from a petty cash draw¬ 
er. The owner called police, who 
responded to take a report. While 
there, they were surprised when 
the owner suddenly stated, “That’s 
him,” pointing to a blue Chevro¬ 
let driving into the station. Offi¬ 
cers quickly surrounded the car 
and detained the suspect, placing 
him in the back of the squad car 
while they further investigated the 
burglary. While in the police car, 
however, the suspect caught the 
owner’s eye and reportedly told 
her through the window, “You’re 
dead, bitch.” The 49-year-old sus¬ 
pect, who was released on the bur¬ 
glary charge pending investiga¬ 
tion, was taken to Mission Station 
after all, for allegedly threatening 
the woman’s life. T

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Pacific Horizon 
Medical Group

M federal judge last month 
sentenced three former offi- 
m cers of the now-closed Los 
Angeles Cannabis Resource Cen¬ 
ter to probation with no prison 
time, eliciting cheers from a court¬ 
room packed with supporters. 

LACRC president Scott Imler, 
vice president Jeffrey Farrington, 
and secretary/treasurer Jeff Yablan 
faced 30 months in federal prison. 
Instead, U.S. District Judge A. 
Howard Matz on November 24 
imposed a probationary sentence 
under which the men will be re¬ 
quired to perform 100-250 hours 
of community service and under¬ 
go random drug tests. 

LACRC opened in 1996 in the 
wake of the passage of Proposition 
215, California’s Compassionate 
Use Act. On October 25,2001, the 
Drug Enforcement Administra¬ 
tion raided the center, seizing pa¬ 
tient records, computer equip¬ 
ment, more than 500 cannabis 
plants, and $56,000 in the organi¬ 
zation’s bank account. At the time 


of its closure following the raid, 
LACRC was serving some 960 pa¬ 
tients, the majority of whom had 
HIV/AIDS or cancer. 

Imler, Farrington, and Yablan 
were initially charged with drug 
trafficking. In March, the men ac¬ 
cepted an agreement to plead 
guilty to a charge of “maintaining 
a place where [marijuana] was 
manufactured, distributed, or 
used.” Imler said he accepted the 
plea bargain because testimony 
related to medical necessity had 
been barred from recent medical 
cannabis trials. 

“While we’d all like to fancy- 
ourselves as courageous, heroic, 
social justice crusaders and go to 
trial, no matter the outcome, the 
reality is that we’re just regular 
guys caught up in some pretty ex¬ 
traordinary circumstances,’’’’Imler 
told the Bay Area Reporter in 
March. Imler is suffering from 
lung cancer and was scheduled for 
surgery this week. 

One of the most highly regard¬ 
ed cannabis dispensaries in the 
state, LACRC attempted to strict¬ 
ly adhere to local and state med¬ 


ical marijuana guidelines. The city 
of West Hollywood, where the 
center was located, helped finance 
LACRC’s building. Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Lee Baca and As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Goldberg 
(D-Los Angeles) wrote letters in 
support of Imler and the LACRC, 
and West Hollywood’s mayor and 
city council asked the judge for le¬ 
niency. 

“It was never my intention or 
our intention to be scofflaws or 
outlaws,” Imler told the judge be¬ 
fore his sentencing. 

Matz took the opportunity to 
decry the federal government’s 
ongoing persecution of medical 
cannabis providers. “They didn’t 
do it for money or political lever¬ 
age,” said Matz. “They committed 
a crime to avoid the harm of the 
greater suffering of patients.” 

“Judge Matz was exactly right 
in applying the ‘lesser harm’ doc¬ 
trine,” said Bruce Mirken of the 
Marijuana Policy Project. “He has 
laid out a template for judges in all 
such cases to follow, and one that 
cuts to the absolute heart of the

2002. The number of HIV-posi¬ 
tive men engaging in unprotected 
anal intercourse dropped 10 per¬ 
cent, from 50 percent to 40 per¬ 
cent. 

The news of a plateauing HIV 
infection rate comes just days after 
health officials also announced a 
decline in syphilis infections 
among men who have sex with 
men this year in San Francisco. 
The drop in cases also bolsters the 
contention that gay men are once 
again practicing safe sex and are 
showing more concern about the 
health risks attributable to unsafe 
sexual practices. 

Tuesday’s report also helps to 
validate arguments made by both 
health officials and staff at the 
Stop AIDS Project that San Fran¬ 
cisco’s HIV prevention efforts are 
working. During 2002 the agency 
and the Office of AIDS came 
under intense scrutiny from offi¬ 
cials at the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention who 
questioned if the work being done 
was scientifically sound and pre¬ 
vented the transmission of HIV. 

“We don’t have enough data to 
support what’s going on, but we 
fundamentally believe that some¬ 
thing is working,” said Jimmy 
Loyce, the deputy director of 
health and AIDS programs. 

As for the CDC investigations, 
Loyce said, “I think they enjoy 
coming to San Francisco and re¬ 
viewing our programs and the 
work that we do here in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Though they would never 
say that.” 

Health commissioners, who 
have stood by the department’s 
prevention efforts, also echoed 
Loyce’s contention that the city’s 
HIV prevention-methodsare hav¬ 
ing an impact. 

“This report is encouraging. 
We are the only city in America 
where the rates are going down, so 
we must be doing something 
right,” said Commissioner Dr. 
Harrison Parker. 

Since their prevention meth¬ 
ods came under attack, city health 
officials have been asked by the 



Dr. Mitch Katz 


CDC to discuss their work and 
make presentations on it to their 
colleagues in other parts of the 
country, including New York, At¬ 
lanta, and Puerto Rico. Despite 
threats from conservative law¬ 
makers who question San Francis¬ 
co’s approaches, Health Director 
Dr. Mitch Katz vowed that the city 
would continue to be a leader in 
fighting AIDS. 

“We will stay on the cutting 
edge. We will continue to do 
things that are firsts in the nation,” 
he said.' 

Long way to go 

While the findings reported on 
Tuesday were positive signs, the 
city still has a long way to go in its 
battle to stop the spread of AIDS. 
Health officials estimate that 9,000 
people in San Francisco are living 
with AIDS and an equal number 
are HIV-positive. In 2000, the city 
reported that 8,806 people were 
living with AIDS. 

Out of the estimated 55,000 gay 
men living in the city, health offi¬ 
cials predict 700 of those men will 
become HIV-positive this year. 

“We see new infections among 
gay men in their mid-20s to mid- 
30s,” said Schwarcz. 

Instead of questioning why 
those men became infected, health 
officials want to know how the 
others remained negative. 

“What are they doing to stay 
uninfected? That is a focus for our 
office,” said Steven Tierney, the

ADAP provides prescription 
drugs to fight HIV and its associ¬ 
ated diseases to some 26,000 low- 
income Californians who can’t 
otherwise afford them. According 
to San Francisco-based Project In¬ 
form, 46 percent of ADAP benefi¬ 
ciaries earn less than $8,860 per 
year; 77 percent earn less than 
$17,720 per year. 

“Access to ADAP is the differ¬ 
ence between life and death for 
many low-income, HIV-positive 
Californians,” said Anne Donnelly, 
the agency’s director of public 
policy. “Governor Schwarzenegger 
is seeking to balance the budget by 
cutting essential programs, con¬ 
trary to his campaign promises. 
We urge the governor to reconsid¬ 
er this ill-advised course of action 
and instead affirm a commitment 
to low-income people who de¬ 


pend on these life-saving health 
care programs.” 

If California were to cap en¬ 
rollment to ADAP, it would join 
16 other states that currently have 
ADAP waiting lists. According to 
the National Alliance of State and 
Territorial AIDS Directors, as of 
November 1 there were 679 peo¬ 
ple across the country unable to 
access ADAP services. 

Assemblyman Paul Koretz (D- 
West Hollywood) used Monday’s 
observance of World AIDS Day to 
pressure the governor into back¬ 
ing away from implementing a 
cap to ADAP and challenged him 
to fully fund the program. 

“If this proposal is implement¬ 
ed, more than 700 people would 
be on a California waiting list for 
HIV medications by next June, 
doubling the total number of peo¬ 
ple on ADAP waiting lists nation¬ 
wide,” said Koretz. “The cost of 
HIV medications in the United

issue.” 

Said Steph Sherer, executive di¬ 
rector of Americans for Safe Ac¬ 
cess, “Judge Matz has shown that 
common sense can prevail against 
the federal government’s mean- 
spirited attacks.” 

The LACRC verdict is the sec¬ 
ond this year in which a federal 


judge has departed from sentenc¬ 
ing guidelines in a high-profile 
medical cannabis case. In June, 
Judge Charles Breyer sentenced Ed 
Rosenthal, who had been depu¬ 
tized by the city of Oakland to 
grow medical marijuana for pa¬ 
tients, to just one day in prison. In 
response, Representative Mark 
Souder (R-Indiana) is preparing 
to introduce the Drug Sentencing 
Reform Act, which would prohib¬ 
it such downward departures. ▼ 


city’s director of HIV infection. 

The city is also paying more at¬ 
tention to what role crystal and 
popper use among gay men is 
playing in spreading HIV. Accord¬ 
ing to a survey done by the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, it is es¬ 
timated that 12.3 percent of the 
city’s MSM use crystal. The na¬ 
tional average is 4 percent. 

“Crystal use is an epidemic in 
San Francisco. Use among our 
MSM is three times the national 
average,” said Tierney. “Some stud¬ 
ies in both Los Angeles and San 
Francisco show that nearly 100 
percent of the men who are HIV¬ 
positive with a sexually transmit¬ 
ted disease report speed use.” 

As for poppers, studies done by 
the city’s HIV research section 
show that men who use them have 
a 28 percent higher chance of con¬ 
tracting HIV. 

“We think it is a very impor¬ 
tant risk factor we need to focus 
on,” said Susan Buchbinder, head 
of the research section.' 

She also warned that men who 
have multiple partners they be¬ 
lieve to be HIV-negative also have 
a higher chance of being HIV¬ 
positive. 

“The greater number of HIV¬ 
negative partners a person has 
there is a 14 percent increase in 
risk per partner,” she said. “If a 
person has lots of HIV-negative 
partners, some are likely to be 
positive and not know it.” 

And as debate still rages over 
the CDC’s move next year to focus 
more prevention efforts on people 
who are HIV-positive, Katz said 
there is an upside if those people 
also receive treatment. 

“If we can get more positive 
people on treatment then we will 
likely push down the rates of new 
infections. We have data that 
shows this is true,” he said. ▼

—DEPRESSED?- 

Depression is a medical condition that may cause feelings of sadness, 
worthlessness and helplessness, as well as loss of interest or pleasure 
in activities which were formerly enjoyable. This disorder is often 
treatable, but unfortunately many of the medications that are used to treat 
depression can cause sexual dysfunction as well as other side effects. As 
part of the search for better medications, Dr. Robert Dolgoff and 
colleagues at Berkeley Therapy Institute are conducting a study of an 
investigational drug, a marketed product, and placebo in patients 
suffering from moderate to severe depression.

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Gay entrepreneur reinvents hospitality

extured beige walls, solid 

I hunter green curtains, busy 

barf-proof carpeting, and a 
“nature” setting screwed to the 
wall - repeat this scene 200 to 500 
times and you have the typical 
corporate hotel. Even in San 
Francisco, hotels are either em¬ 
barrassingly bland or embarrass¬ 
ingly pretentious. But don’t de¬ 
spair. In the hotel business as in 
many others, if megacorp can’t 
get it right, entrepreneurial 
queers can. We know style, 
charm, and hospitality. This week 
I interview Chip Conley, gay man, 
hotel owner, and psychic relation 
to Sophia Loren. 

How did you become a hotel 
owner? 

Seventeen years ago, on my 
26th birthday, I was working in 
commercial real estate and had to 
make a decision: 1) the hotel 
business (I had earned an MBA 
from Stanford), 2) massage thera¬ 
py (I had trained in that too), or 
3) stagecraft (I had just written a 
screenplay.) I decided to pursue 
the hotel business because it 
would allow me to be creative. I 
found an old, broken-down, pay- 
by-the-hour motel in the Tender¬ 
loin, which I renamed the 
Phoenix. They wanted a million 
dollars, not much for a hotel on a 
whole acre of land. So I raised the 
money and bought my first hotel. 

So your company, Joie de Vivre 
Hospitality, owns about 25 ho¬ 
tels? 

We manage 25 hotels, we own 
half and we manage the other half 
for other owners who like' our 
business model. In addition to the 
Phoenix, which has lots of event 
parties, readers might also know 
the Archbishop’s Mansion on 
Alamo Square. Then there is the 
arts and literary themed Hotel 
Rex; the subtle and stylish Hotel 
Adagio with its great restaurant, 
Cortez; the playful, colorful Cali¬ 
fornia bungalow style Hotel Del 
Sol. And then we also own the 
Kabuki Springs and Spa, the Mil¬ 
lennium Restaurant, the Red 
Room Bar and a few others. 

What makes you different from 
the big hotel chains that domi¬ 


nate the industry? 

Historically, people preferred 
chains (Holiday Inn, Marriott, 
etc.) for predictability. Now peo¬ 
ple want hotels with a little per¬ 
sonality. Each of our hotels has its 
own personality based on a mag¬ 
azine and five descriptive words. 
For example, the Hotel Rex is de¬ 
signed around New Yorker maga¬ 
zine and the words: sophisticated, 
literate, clever, artistic, and world¬ 
ly. Coincidentally, those words de¬ 
scribe the characteristics of the 
Rex’s biggest fans. 

Which hotel are you? 

Depends on the day! At heart, 
I’m the Hotel Vitale, the one 
we’re building on the Em- 
barcadero across from 
the Ferry Building and 
Boulevard Restau¬ 
rant. We want it 
to become the 
Sophia Loren of 
San Francisco 
hotels - does that make me the 
Sophia Loren of San Francisco? 
It’s for people who’ve outgrown 
the more pretentious, narcissistic, 
hip hotels like W and the Ian 
Schrager hotels. 

What's your role in your busi¬ 
ness? 

I’m part cheerleader and part 
corporate strategist. With a thou¬ 
sand employees, I’m also sort of 
the papa and the mama of the 
business. Sometimes I’m the dis¬ 
ciplinarian setting boundaries, 
and sometimes I’m the nurturer 
and the intuitive. But my title is 
CEO and chairman. 

To what do you attribute your 
success? 

I wrote a book in 2000 about 
this, The Rebel Rules: Daring to be 
Yourself in Business. I try to be au¬ 
thentic in both my personal lifq 
and my business life. This helps me 
succeed because people trust me 
and because I’m not losing energy 
trying to hide something. I’m for¬ 
tunate that I found a career path 
that accentuates my greatest tal¬ 
ents. 

What do you like about being a 
CEO of a small corporation? 

When there’s something new 
going on in town I get invited. 
That’s nice. It’s an honor to be in¬ 
terviewed by you and to be a role 
model. It’s been an honor teach¬ 
ing and speaking at the Renais¬ 
sance Center for Entrepreneur- 
ship. More abstractly, there is 
freedom in making strategy and 
deciding, for example, to go into 


the spa business, like we did when 
we bought Kabuki. And I’m very 
proud of the job we’ve done cre¬ 
ating a sense of home for our co¬ 
workers at Joie de Vivre. 

What's hard about being a CEO? 

Well, there’s responsibility that 
comes with the perks. Sometimes 
I feel handcuffed to the business. 
At some point my boyfriend, 
Donald, might want to move to 
Barcelona or somewhere like that. 
And I can’t move the hotels to 
Barcelona any time 
soon. I have to be very 
committed to this city 
and to this business. 
Henry David Thore- 
au says it nicely: the 
cost of something is 
measured by how much 
life you have to give for it. 

And entrepre¬ 
neurs give a lot 
of their life to 
what they do, 
and I don’t think a lot of people 
recognize that. 

How's business? 

In the last three years, San 
Francisco has seen the largest drop 
in hotel revenue of any hotel mar¬ 
ket in the history of the United 
States. And we operate 25 hotels 
around the Bay Area, more than 
any other company in Northern 
California. But without geograph¬ 
ic diversification, we’re beholden 


to the local economy. We have had 
to do some layoffs but I’ve done 
whatever I could do to keep a 
semblance of fairness in the com¬ 
pany. 

What is "karma capitalism"? 

It’s the belief that in the long- 
run, businesses that do good for 
the community are rewarded. (In 
the short run they might not be; 
that’s why I won’t take JDV Hos¬ 
pitality public, they judge you on 
your quarterly earnings.) And 
we’ve been around 17 years. We’re 
major donors or supporters of the 
SF LGBT Film Festival, Project 
Open Hand, and Glide Memorial 
Church, where I’m on the board. 
All of that pays off karmically. 
When you’re involved in the com¬ 
munity and you have success, 
people cheer you on. 

Are CEOs worth what they're 
paid? 

I haven’t paid myself in two 
and a half years! Am I worth the 
nothing I’m paying myself now? 
No! But was I worth what I was 
being paid in the boom? Probably 
not. Such is the life of an entre¬ 
preneur. And I think it’s really a 
crime that in the last three years, 
during all of these layoffs, non- 
entrepreneurial CEOs continue 
making more and more money. 
This doesn’t make sense. This is 
not karmic capitalism. 

After World War II, CEOs 
made 40 times what the average 
employee made. Now they make 
200-plus times what the average 
employee makes. Okay, if that’s 
the way we’re going to play the 
game, then let’s tax the wealthy of 
society more heavily. 

What's your definition of suc¬ 
cess? 

Joie de vivre. The joy of life. 
When I’m experiencing this, I’m

experiencing success. For me that 
means not being gated off in a 
world with people who are just 
like me. I love the eclecticism of 
San Francisco and I’d much 
rather hang out at Cafe Flore with 
a bunch of artists than go to a 
Chamber of Commerce meeting. 

What do you recommend to peo¬ 
ple with a good business idea but 
little capital? 

The myth is that if you write a 
fabulous business plan, you’ll be 
able to raise enough capital. That’s 


only true in certain businesses 
where venture capitalists are look¬ 
ing for an idea and a management 
team. But in most businesses, it’s 
a matter of getting people who 
know you to invest in your idea. 
The business plan is very sec¬ 
ondary to your investors sense of 
your ability to create success. 

If you can go work in a com¬ 
parable business for a while, that 
absolutely helps. If you can go 
work for your biggest potential 
competitor, learn how their oper¬ 
ation works, and then go compete 
with them, that’s even better. 

What do you recommend to peo¬ 
ple with a good business idea and 
enough capital? 

Think carefully about the kind 
of corporate culture you’re creat¬ 
ing. At Joie de Vivre, we have a 
philosophy that if we create a 
unique corporate culture, we can 
create happy employees, and this 
leads to loyal customers, which 
leads to a profitable and sustain¬ 
able business that can reinvest in 
the corporate culture, etc. 

In your view, do gay guys and 
straight guys experience the busi¬ 
ness world differently? 

Yes. Gay men humanize the 
business world. Once you’ve gone 
through the process of coming 
out, it forces you to be more au¬ 
thentic with others, and to have 
an empathy that is sadly lacking 
in the executive levels of the busi¬ 
ness world. Gay business leaders 
are more likely to have creativity, 
empathy, and a good intuitive 
sense. We’re also more willing to 
take risks and appreciate diversity. 
Straight guys can have these qual¬ 
ities too, but in the business 
world, they end up accentuating 
their harder, competitive, type-A 
instincts, which aren’t always ef¬ 
fective. 


I started out in commercial 
real estate and investment bank¬ 
ing, and in both places my “gay” 
talents - empathy, intuition, cre¬ 
ativity, etc. weren’t as useful as 
they are in the hospitality indus¬ 
try. There has to be a fit. If you’re 
spending time trying to make 
yourself fit someplace you don’t 
belong, then you’re not spending 
time creating a successful product. 

Is your family supportive of both 
your business and your gay life? 

My parents had a challenge 
when I first came out. My Dad’s 
biggest concern was that I would¬ 
n’t be ambitious anymore. And 
obviously that has not been the 
case. Over time, they’ve come to 
understand that my talents aren’t 
necessarily the ones they trained 
me for. For example, they thought 
I was crazy when I bought the 
Phoenix in the Tenderloin. They 
didn’t understand. They thought I 
should create a family motor 
lodge ... in the Tenderloin! 

Who are your role models? 

One is Bayard Rustin, an 
African American and gay civil 
rights pioneer who died in the 
late 1980s. I admire him for his 
huge impact on Martin Luther 
King in regards to non-violence. I 
admire his ability to organize and 
cheerlead the famous 1963 March 
on Washington. I also appreciate 
that even late in life, he was en¬ 
gaged in creating harmony be¬ 
tween peoples around the globe. 
And he was gay, beginning in the 
1930s, when it was unheard of. He 
had to hide it sometimes but he 
wasn’t ashamed of being gay. Now 
that’s a role model for our com¬ 
munity. 

You're a baby in the realm of 
CEOs, now what? Politics? 

Ha! I’m fascinated with poli¬ 
tics. But I don’t know any career 
politician who’s in balance. 
Maybe I could be a role model for 
a different kind of politician. ... 
I’d like to teach more. I’d like to 
write another book. I have a foster 
son, Damien, who’s 27 and has 
two kids. Once a month, Donald 
and I take the kids for a weekend. 

I love playing a role in their lives. 

We have an opportunity to 
grow Joie de Vivre much larger 
than it is. I don’t have any aspira¬ 
tions to make it a national or in¬ 
ternational firm, but I guess it 
could happen. I keep comparing 
the Thoreau quote to my compa¬ 
ny and how much life it takes to 
sustain such a project. I do have a 
dream of creating the ultimate 
transformation- spa-healing cen¬ 
ter in San Francisco - a kind of 
urban Esalen. 

How do people find out more 
about your hotels, either as holi¬ 
day guests or potential employ¬ 
ees? 

Go to our Web site, jdvhospi- 
tality.com, and you can meet 
Yvette, our online concierge, who 
will direct you to the hotel that 
best suits your personality. There 
is also a section on employment.

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FMA introduced in the Senate

' he other shoe dropped on 
the Federal Marriage 
Amendment when five Re¬ 
publican senators introduced it in 
that body on Tuesday, November 
25. The antigay marriage consti¬ 
tutional amendment was first in¬ 
troduced in the House some 18 
months ago and now has 108 
cosponsors. 

The lead sponsors in the Sen¬ 
ate are Wayne Allard (Colorado), 
Sam Brownback (Kansas), Jim 
Bunning (Kentucky), James In- 
hofe (Oklahoma), and Jeff Ses¬ 
sions (Alabama). 

Unlike their House colleagues, 
at this point the senators have not 
enlisted any Democratic sponsors, 
or for that matter, any Republi¬ 
cans who are not extremely con¬ 


servative. This suggests tough 
going to reach the two-thirds ma¬ 
jority necessary to pass a constitu¬ 
tional amendment. 

Allard called his proposed 
amendment “a starting point for a 
more comprehensive discussion” 
and not necessarily the final for¬ 
mat that an amendment might 
take. 

“The Constitution is a master¬ 
piece of liberty and freedom. Cor¬ 
rupting this precious document to 
score cheap political points is, 
frankly, obscene/ said Patrick 
Guerriero, executive director of 
Log Cabin Republicans. “True 
conservatives would never alter 
our Constitution for political pur¬ 
poses.” 

Log Cabin has gone on record 
as saying that it could not endorse 
or support a politician who backs 
the FMA. 
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GOP Senator Wayne Allard 


Gay conservative Andrew Sul¬ 
livan has pointed out that the cur¬ 
rent wording of the FMA, should 
it pass, raises a very real legal ques¬ 
tion of whether churches that per¬ 
form same-sex marriages would 
be violating the Constitution. The 
issue of separation of church and 
state is not an insignificant matter. 

“This is a misuse of the Con¬ 
stitution - a document that since 
the Bill of Rights, has been 
amended sparingly and only to 
expand individual rights and pro¬ 
tections,” said Elizabeth Birch, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

“This amendment goes much 
further than denying the right to 
marry, it would also deny tax-pay¬ 
ing Americans things as funda¬ 
mental as Social Security survivor 
benefits and the right to visit a 
loved one in the hospital,” she 
added. 

Many legal scholars agree with 
Birch that the FMA would pro¬ 
hibit civil unions and other recog¬ 
nition of same-sex unions that did 
not carry the title of marriage. 
Mitch Daniels, head of the Al¬ 
liance for Marriage and the chief | 


proponent of the FMA, says that 
it would not. 

But other social conservatives 
want to make sure that it does. 
They are toying with language 
that would effectively ban all such 
recognition. It is a source of some 
turmoil among those groups on 
the far right. 

“This amendment has very lit¬ 
tle to do with marriage as such; 
and everything to do with homo¬ 
sexuality,” said Sullivan, writing in 
the New Republic online. “If the 
social right wanted to shore up 
marriage, they could propose an 
amendment tightening up divorce 


laws ... but they haven’t. 

“The amendment is simply - 
and baldly - an attempt to ostra¬ 
cize a minority of Americans for 
good. It is an attempt to write 
them out of their own country.” 

“Amending the Constitution to 
define marriage as between a man 
and a woman would be unwise for 
two reasons,” George F. Will wrote 
in his syndicated column pub¬ 
lished in the Washington Post on 
November 30. 

“Constitutionalizing social 
policy is generally a misuse of fun¬ 
damental law,” Will wrote. “And it 
would be especially imprudent to 
end state responsibility for mar¬ 
riage law at a moment when we 
require evidence of the sort that 
can be generated by allowing the 
states to be laboratories of social 
policy.” 

He joins a growing list of the 
nation’s most prominent conserv¬ 


ative commentators who are op¬ 
posed to the FMA. Some, notably 
David Brooks and William Safire, 
have even acknowledged positive 
aspects to extending civil marriage 
to same-sex couples. 

Massachusetts 

Meanwhile in Massachusetts, 
former Republican Governor 
William Weld told the Boston 
Globe that the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court’s decision 
“Is a thunderbolt, but a thunder¬ 
bolt correctly heard.... It reminds 
me of some of the early civil rights 
cases, when the Warren Court all 


but said, somebody has to do this.” 

The four Catholic bishops of 
Massachusetts disagree. In a letter 
read from the pulpit on Novem¬ 
ber 30, they called the court’s de¬ 
cision “a national tragedy” that 
will only “erode even further the 
institution of marriage.” They 
urged members of the Legislature 
to delay implementation of the 
ruling. 

One factor that may limit or at 
least delay a broader national im¬ 
pact of same-sex marriage in 
Massachusetts is that the current 
law precludes non-residents from 
marrying if that union would not 
be recognized in their home state. 

But the whole question of who 
is a “resident” is murky and not 
defined by law for purposes of 
marriage. Traditionally town 
clerks have simply accepted the 
word of those applying for the li¬ 
cense. ▼

Sobering statistics for 
World AIDS Day 2003

bout 3 million people will 
die from AIDS this year and 
5 million more will become 
infected with HIV worldwide, 
UNAIDS said in its annual report 
on the plague. 

The epidemic continues un¬ 
abated in large sections of sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa and is poised for an 
explosive outbreak in parts of Asia 
and the former Soviet Union. 
Even in the United States and 
Western Europe where therapy is 
readily available, new infections 
are on the rise. 

In the United States, the num¬ 
ber of people diagnosed with HIV 
infection began to fall dramatical¬ 
ly with the introduction of pro¬ 
tease inhibitors in 1996. That trend 
leveled off in 1999 and over the 
ensuing three years the number of 
new HIV diagnoses have increased 
by 5.1 percent, the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention said 
in releasing data from 2002, in the 
November 28 issue of Morbidity 
and Mortality Weekly Report. 

New diagnoses surged 17 per¬ 
cent among gay and bisexual men 
and African Americans accounted 
for 55 percent of all new cases. 
Close to a million Americans are 


believed to carry the virus and 
perhaps a third don’t know it. Es¬ 
timates are that 40,000 new infec¬ 
tions occur each year. 

The CDC analysis is based 
upon data reported By~29 states. 
However, it does not include data 
from many major centers of infec¬ 
tion - including New York, Cali¬ 
fornia, and Texas - and it totals 
significantly less than half of the 
national HIV caseload. It also rep¬ 
resents infections that were newly 
diagnosed but likely were trans¬ 
mitted several months or perhaps 
even more than a decade earlier. 

“Stigma and discrimination - 
themes for this year’s World AIDS 
Day - help perpetuate the HIV 
epidemic around the world and 
here in this country,” said Harold 
Jaffe, director of CDC’s HIV pre¬ 
vention programs. “These obsta¬ 
cles deter people from getting test¬ 
ed and prevent HIV-infected peo¬ 
ple from receiving treatment. 
They also increase the already 
heavy burden of HIV in commu¬ 
nities of color.” 

In the United Kingdom, the 
Health Protection Agency an¬ 
nounced that newly diagnosed 
cases of HIV increased about 20 
percent in 2002, to 6,400 persons. 
About 70 percent of those infec¬ 
tions were acquired elsewhere and 


the person then immigrated to 
England. 

Among gay and bisexual men, 
gonorrhea nearly doubled to 
3,363 cases and syphilis jumped 
from 52 to 607 cases. The govern¬ 
ment has committed additional 
resources to prevention and test¬ 
ing activities that are targeted to 
groups at high risk for HIV and 
STDs. 

In Russia, the number of peo¬ 
ple infected with HIV has in¬ 
creased ten-fold in just the last 
three years, and may be as high as 
1.5 million people. 

One of the brightest spots con¬ 
tinues to be Uganda where com¬ 
mitted political leadership has 
made remarkable progress at 
stemming new infections at the 
epicenter of the epidemic. For the 
12th consecutive year, the HIV 
prevalence rate was lower than the 
preceding year. 

Another encouraging sign is 
that the government of South 
Africa recently reversed its long¬ 
standing resistance to providing 
antiretroviral therapy for people 
with advanced HIV disease. The 
use of generic drugs and further 
reductions in the cost of drugs 
helped, but it will be an enormous 
task to implement treatment on a 
wide scale. ▼

1 Games delegates who are 
also board members of In¬ 
ternational Gay & Lesbian Aquat¬ 
ics are among the first to specifi¬ 
cally align their sports groups 
with the federation. 

Philip Hayman of West Holly¬ 
wood’s WH20, and Priscilla 
Kawakami of Salt Lake City, 
released a statement to 
IGLA members, urging .fTJ 
“both teams and individ¬ 
uals to support the Gay 
Games.” 

“In the last few weeks, 
Montreal 2006 has engaged in a 
negative campaign against 
the FGG in an attempt 
to sidestep the negotia¬ 
tion process,” they said. 

“Without exception, 

M2006 press releases 
have been filled with exaggerations, 
misrepresentations, and inaccura¬ 
cies. Despite the failure of negotia¬ 
tions, the FGG and the Gay Games 
will continue.” 

Hayman is a former coach and 
current swimmer with WH20, 
and one of the founding members 
of IGLA. Kawakami is also on the 
federation’s Outreach Committee. 

But IGLA members have 
voiced a variety of opinions on a 
nevv message board at the swim 
group’s site, www.igla.org. 

Ralph Doore of San Francisco 
Tsunami expressed dismay of “a 
failure to communicate.” 

He wrote, “The financial disas¬ 
ters of the past GG’s have been 
due to the cultural festival portion 
of the event - after all, when was 
the last time the GALA choruses 
hosted a hockey game? The Gay 
Games were supposed to be an 
athletic event.” 

IGLA’s annual swim meet has 
been timed to take place at Gay 
Games swimming events every 
four years. The potential disrup¬ 
tion of scheduling may affect one 
of the largest sports groups, which

includes nearly 1,000 swimmers, 
water polo players, and divers. 

The fallout has led to a grow¬ 
ing international debate. Some 
questioned whether Montreal’s 
event would be formally sanc¬ 
tioned. 

Said Lucille Thirlby of Lon¬ 
don’s Out to Swim, “I would pre¬ 
fer that IGLA state they encourage 
teams to participate [in both 
events]. Maybe by 2006 some 
wounds will have healed.” 

Christian Borde- 
leau of Paris Aqua- 
tique called the 
Chicago meeting, “a disas¬ 
ter,” and cited potential con¬ 
flicts for athletes visiting 
North America to possibly 
be forced to take sides, 
and consider which 
event to attend in 
2006. 

“Some will want 
to go to Montreal, 
others to the ‘real’ Gay Games. 
The consequences will be enor¬ 
mous and irreversible for every 
one.” 

Euro seein’ 

Meanwhile, an International 
Conference on the Rights of Gays 
and Lesbians press statement er¬ 
roneously claimed that the “2006 
Gay Games [will] Be Held As 
Planned In Montreal.” 

Louise Roy, chief executive offi¬ 
cer of Rendez-Vous Montreal 2006, 
and Mark Tewksbury, co-president, 
were in Brussels on December 3 to 
meet the European press and pro¬ 
vide an update on the situation of 
Montreal’s “gay games.” 

While courting European ath¬ 
lete/tourists, the two may be gain¬ 
ing a stronghold on the opinions 
of non-American athletes when 
they attend the conference.

These and other issues will be 
discussed at what should be a well- 
attended meeting of local GLBT 
athletes and sports groups at the 
Team San Francisco general mem¬ 
bership meeting, Saturday, De¬ 
cember 6, at 3 p.m.

media attention to his being fired 
by Cirque du Soleil, HIV-positive 
gymnast Matthew Cusick may get 
some help from San Francisco’s 
Human Rights Commission over 
his federal discrimination com¬ 
plaint, filed by Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund. 

The company, whose show Ale- 
gria is currently playing near Pac 
Bell Park, “risks fines, termination 
of its current contract or [could] 
be barred from a city contract for 
up to three years,” Larry Brinkin, a 
senior contract compliance officer 
at the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, told the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 

The Port of San Francisco 
leased its property to Cirque, so it 
must abide by city codes that pro¬ 
hibit job discrimination based on 
HIV status. 

Cusick and 50 supporters 
protested outside Pac Bell Park on 
November 20. Protests also took 
place in Los Angeles, and others 
are planned in Atlanta and Or¬ 
ange County. 

In an earlier interview with the 
daily newspaper, Cirque’s spokes¬ 
woman Renee-Claude Menard 
said that the company’s casting 
department was not aware of his 
HIV status and thus assigned him 
to a risky role. 

Yet Cusick and his lawyers have 
said in several interviews that 
Cirque’s medical advisers were 
well aware of Cusick’s HIV status, 
and abruptly fired him only days 
before he was set to fly to Las 
Vegas to replace a performer in 
the company’s production of Mys- 
tere. 

End zone 

In other HIV-related sports 
news, former NFL football player 
Roy Simmons, who came out in 
1992 on an episode of The Phil 
Donahue Show , had a lengthy in¬ 
terview in the November 30 New 
York Times. 

Simmons shared a painful sev¬ 
eral years of his life battling suici¬ 
dal thoughts, drug addiction, fam¬ 
ily strife, and poverty following 
his retirement and subsequent se¬ 
roconversion. 

The former Washington Red¬ 
skin played in the 1984 Super 
Bowl. Now 47, he works with a 
group of mentally ill recovering 
drug addicts in a Long Island 
halfway house. 

“I’m sure there are those out 
there who are suffering, and if I 
help just one person, it’s worth it,” 
Simmons said. “You have to free 
yourself, and let it go. The secrecy 
and all that stuff brings on sick¬ 
ness.” 


Pommel horsehung 

In other less serious gymnast 
news, former Nittany Lions men’s 
gymnast Matt Abboud did not vi¬ 
olate NCAA amateur regulations 
by posing in the November issue 
of Playgirl, Penn State intercolle¬ 
giate compliance coordinator John 
Bove told the Penn State Collegian. 

Abboud had already exhausted 
his eligibility before he posed 
nude for the magazine. “That’s be¬ 
hind us, and we have no violation 
to report.” 

NCAA rules state that athletes 
are not permitted to use their 
image to influence the “sale, pro¬ 
motion, or use of any commercial 
product.” I guess women’s maga¬ 
zines bought by gay men would fit 
under that category. 

Abboud, currently studying in 
Rome, did not offer comment. 
While no longer with the team, 
he’s still enrolled as a Penn State 
student, and was the November 
cover model of Playgirh “Campus

Hunks” issue. 

The magazine identifies Ab¬ 
boud as “Steven,” a Penn State stu¬ 
dent in management and interna¬ 
tional business. 

Members of the Penn State 
men’s gymnastics team have con¬ 
firmed that the man pictured in 
Playgirl is Abboud. 

Gee, wouldn’t that be a fun as¬ 
signment, asking a men’s gymnas¬ 
tic team to check out a nudie mag. 

Bove said he would have to 
“look into” Abboud’s posing in 
the magazine. 

I looked, and think he should 
be featured in every copy of the 
university’s recruitment literature. 

Willy won’t 

So much more sports nudity 
’round the world. Enthusiastic 
fans know that a locker room shot 
of the Dallas Cowboys last week 
showed one player’s nether re¬ 
gions in a segment on WFAA 
Channel 8 in Dallas Fort-Worth. 

Hockey player Dustin Brown 
of the L.A. Kings also was shown 
toweling off nude on his team’s 
Web site, before its webmaster was 
alerted to the pleasantly surprising 
visual. 

And way down in South Africa, 
a video of naked rugby players 
going through nude antics as part 
of a pre-World Cup training regi¬ 
men has angered players and pun¬ 
dits. Pics of the burly naked men 
were published in every newspa¬ 
per in Johannesburg. 

Pay-per-view channel MNET 
screened the first live pictures of 
“Kamp Staaldraad” (Camp Steel- 
wire) last month, showing the na¬ 
tional squad crawling naked 
through the African bush. The pic¬ 
tures were then broadcast interna¬ 
tionally by Sky News television. 

Former Springbok lock Schalk 
Burger told planet-rugby.com the 
training methods were “humiliat¬ 
ing.” 

South Africa Rugby Players’ 
Association chairman Rob van der 
Valk described the training meth¬ 
ods as “barbaric and outdated.” 
Really? Don’t they know that 


it’s much more hip to make a 
tasteful nude video indoors, with 
stylists and groomers, and sell it 
for charity, like Stade France’s 
team? 

“The intention was to toughen 
up the chaps by withholding their 
food and letting them suffer cold 
- and to evaluate them under such 
stressful conditions,” said one un¬ 
named player, whose other quotes 
I will now amply appropriate. 

“We were all naked together at 
times, but so what? The only 
chaps who were perhaps a bit shy 
initially were those with small 
willies. At times, we ourselves 
asked if we could strip off our 
clothes. Springbok rugby players 
spend more time naked in one an¬ 
other’s company during a season 
than with their clothes on. We 
shower together, walk around 
naked in the change-rooms, and 
we stay together in hotel rooms, 
where we see one another naked. 
There was nothing vulgar, dirty, or 
humiliating. 

“Among other things, the man¬ 
agement wanted to establish 
which players were more likely to 
be yellow- or red-carded if they 
came under pressure in match sit¬ 
uations,” said the player.

But a former Springbok mem¬ 
ber of the winning 1995 World 
Cup team, Kobus Wiese, said 
camps were also held during his 
playing days, took a more relaxed 
view.

Hey man, 
Balie [Swart] and I were room¬ 
mates for years when we toured 
with the Boks. We were almost 
like a long-married couple - no 
secrets, nothing to hide.”

Previously, he worked 
for 11 years as a reporter for the 
San Francisco Chronicle, where he 
covered the impact of AIDS on 
ethnic communities. 

A 23-year resident of San Fran¬ 
cisco, Lang is also an ordained in¬ 
terfaith minister. He attended 
seminary in Atlanta and is a 
member of the Church for the Fel¬ 
lowship of all Peoples in San Fran¬ 
cisco. He had served as the 
church’s associate minister until 
stepping down at the beginning of 
this year. 

During a 40-day trip to Africa 
earlier this year, he visited several 
AIDS organizations and sold an 
audio tape called “Triumph of the 
Spirit” that he made to help visi¬ 
tors to West Africa’s slave trade 
sites process their experience. 

“AIDS organizations there are 
now selling the CD as part of their 
additional revenue streams to 
raise money for themselves,” said 
Lang, who himself is African 
American. 

As for taking the helm of BCA, 
“I think our board president said 
it right in our press release. I was 
the right person for the right job 
at the right time,” said Lang, who 
lives with his partner of 13 years 
and has two children and two 
grandchildren. “I have lived in San 
Francisco most of my adult life. I 
love this city. I have watched many 
friends die because of this epi¬ 
demic. I believe I can make a con¬ 
tribution here that I am uniquely 
positioned to do.” 

Lang would not disclose his 
salary, saying only that he has 
signed a letter of hire with the 
agency and is still negotiating the 
terms of his contract. He referred 
salary questions to BCA Board 
President Aimee Zenzele Barnes, 
who could not be reached for 
comment. 

Running the agency will be no 
easy task. BCA is facing budget 
constraints and is worried how 
new federal HIV prevention 
guidelines will impact the work 
that is does. 

“BCA is like many other main¬ 
stream AIDS organizations and 
ethnic minority organizations: we 
truly have been forced to do more 
with less,” said Lang. “We are 
going to have to come up with cre¬ 
ative financial solutions.” 

As the AIDS epidemic contin¬ 
ues to disproportionately impact 
the African American communi-

States is so high that without 
ADAP, virtually every HlV-posi- 
tive person without prescription 
drug coverage would be forced 
into bankruptcy.” 

As state lawmakers look to cut 
costs, Koretz argued that capping 
ADAP would only add to Califor¬ 
nia’s budgetary problems. 

“ADAP saves the state money 
by allowing HIV positive people 
to stay healthy so they can work, 
pay taxes and rent, and keep 
themselves out of more costly 
public assistance programs,” said 
Koretz.

ty, Lang said, “There is truly 
enough work to be done,” and 
that, “I think probably you will 
find us outreaching to women 
more.” 

Educating the larger gay com¬ 
munity about how AIDS is im¬ 
pacting the black community will 
also be on the agenda. The Bay 
Times announced last month it 
had fired its advice columnist 
Woody Miller due to a column 
many in the African American 
community deemed racist. The 
paper’s publisher Kim Corsaro has 
twice apologized for not only run¬ 
ning the piece but also for its 
headline, “Black Fuckers Have 
Aids,” which inflamed black read¬ 
ers. 

As for the incident, Lang said, 
“I do think the sensitivity level is 
low. I also think it is a distraction. 
I don’t think we should getcaught 
up in that kind of distraction. It is 
not a level of dialogue or discus¬ 
sion that is helpful and useful.” 

Even more important for Lang 
is addressing the African Ameri¬ 
can community’s resistance and 
misinformation about vaccine tri¬ 
als for new drugs aimed at pro¬ 
tecting people against HIV. Next 
year the city will begin trials for 
several new vaccine products, and 
there is some concern that blacks 
will not sign on as volunteers. 

“It is definitely on our radar 
screen, for sure. I think there still 
are misperceptions of vaccines in 
our community and a general 
mistrust of the medical system,” 
said Lang. “Educating people 
about the facts needs to happen 
and I believe BCA needs to be a 
part of that.” 

In the meantime, the agency is 
focused on its upcoming fundrais¬ 
er “Soulful Holidays.” It has rented 
a caravan of motorized cable cars 
to take people on a tour of the 
city’s jazz clubs. 

The event will take place the 
evening of Friday, December 12 
and is designed to raise funds to 
support health initiatives aimed at 
the black community, as well as 
support businesses that promote 
black culture. 

Ticket prices for the event vary, 
with a benefactor level costing 
$150 a person, or $250 per couple.

Acid Housewife meets 

SF Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band's annual 
tutu revue at YBCA by Heidi Beeler 

T his weekend, Acid Housewife Rhonda Wilcox (aka actor Kim Larsen) 
trades in her polyester pants-suit and blonde wig for a top hat and morn-, 
ing coat, when he transforms into Phileas Fogg for the 2003 Dance-Along 
Nutcracker at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts. 

The Dance-Along Nutcracker is the annual holiday lollapalooza put on by the 
San Francisco Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band, conducted and directed by Artistic 
Director Jadine Louie. It’s perhaps best described as a cross between a variety 
show, a costume pageant and the choreographic equivalent of a barn-raising in 
toe shoes. Audience members so inclined strap on tutus and tiaras from the 
Tutu Rental Boutique (if they haven’t brought their own) and storm the dance 
floor as the Band performs “Dance of the Sugar Plum Fairy,” “Waltz of the 
Flowers,” and all the Tchaikovsky -Fantasia favorites. 

Between dance-along numbers, guest artists perform feature numbers on a 
theme, and that’s where Larsen comes in. This year’s theme is “Around the 
World,” and as in the Jules Verne classic of 80 days’ duration, Larsen as Phileas 
Fogg dashes from continent to continent, has a superficial brush with the lo¬ 
cals in exotic settings and rushes onward to stay on “shed-jule.” Tchaikovsky’s 
Nutcracker Suite seems to play along with the gag with movements like the Chi¬ 
nese Dance, the Arabian Dance and the Russian Trepak. 

An ongoing cast member of another musical revue about travel, Shelton 
Theatre’s long-running Are We Almost There?, Larsen plays a world adventur-

Tony Kushner's 'Angels in America' comes to HBO 
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A ‘Nutcracker’ made for adults 


San Francisco Ballet's current take on the perennial classic

henever I see San Francis- 
' ' co Ballet’s Nutcracker 
' W (and I’ve been witnessing 
it since 1966, three productions 
ago), I remember a smart-ass art 
student who called Paolo 
Veronese, my favorite Renaissance 
painter, “the interior decorator.” 
Both SFB’s previous Nutcrackers 
(1967-85, by Robert O’Hearn) 
and the current one (new in ’86, 
by Jose Varona) were designed on 
the “interior decorator” principle: 


please the client, even if the client 
has a sweet tooth. 

I’m not suggesting that a new 
SFB Nutcracker, rumored for next 
year, be ugly to look at or sport an 
emotional disconnect like some of 
San Francisco Opera’s recent new 
productions — Nutcracker in the 
Twin Towers, for instance — but 
less of a combination Kelly Moore- 
Toys ’R Us approach and more of 
something with class, vision and 
adult taste would be welcome. 

Because the opera is not play¬ 
ing in December this year, SFB 
opened its Nutcracker run on No¬ 


vember 28. Judging from the Sat¬ 
urday matinee after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, it is going to do well. Kids 
were everywhere, and though 
some of them misbehave, most of 
them are spellbound. I heard a 
few little girls across the aisle sigh 
audibly when Lorena Feijoo did 
her final fish-dive into the stalwart 
arms of Ruben Martin. This is a 
promising partnership, though 
they still don’t look as comfort¬ 
able as an old shoe in the more in¬ 
tricate parts of the duet. 

Feijoo offers something for the 
Daddies in the crowd: a real 
woman with regal presence, that 
handsome, wedge-shaped torso, 
and a Grecian profile, who dances 
with more authority and gravitas 
than your local Sugar Plum Fairy. 
No doubt who is Queen of this 
“Land of Sweets,” though she has 
too much self-control to indulge 
in all that overabundant straw¬ 
berry mousse. 

Also easy-on-the-eye candy 
were Elana Altman, the blue-clad 
(or rather unclad) houri in “Ara¬ 
bian Coffee” (she’s a lot prettier 
than Mark Morris, though not 
sexier), and Frances Chung as the 
Butterfly. Chung is small but 
curvy and has beautiful propor¬ 
tions and placement, plus she 
sparkled in the center of the 
“Waltz of the Flowers,” with the 
poor girls’ corps still encased in 
those hideously-cut dresses', an¬ 
other strong reason for a new pro¬ 
duction. 

Sugar shock 

I hadn’t seen Nutcracker in 
about three years, and a few 
things have been done to clean up 
some of Varona’s excesses, though 
nothing short of demolition will 
get rid of the plastic bees and 
waddling gluttons of the sugary 
second act. The Mirlitons have 
lost their paper powdered wigs, 
and the silver gate that used to 
open the second act is gone. It was 
one more gaudy set piece, but it 
did make the Angels on tiptoe 
(uncredited in the program) look 
magical. 

Also gone is the giant

snowflake projected on a scrim 
during the overture. I almost did¬ 
n’t notice it because I was shush¬ 
ing the kids around me. Parents, 
please teach them that once the 
music starts, even if nobody is 
dancing, they should pay atten¬ 
tion. Especially now, because the 
performance was conducted by 
the new music director, Andrew 
Mogrelia. There were places — 
the rising of the tree, the Snow 
scene, the Grand Pas de Deux — 
where I swore he was channeling 
the late Denis de Coteau. It was 
the best Tchaikovsky conducting 
I’ve heard since Denis left us, and 
he was my all-time favorite 
Tchaikovsky ballet conductor. 

I know SFB makes its money 
by pushing Nutcracker as a kid’s 
entertainment (which is why I try 
to avoid those hectic opening 
nights), but this great ballet is no 
Cat in the Hat flick, succeeding on 
crass merchandising. It requires 
superb music-making (which it 
gets), an intelligent production 
(Helgi Tomasson can be trusted 
with that), and lively choreogra¬ 
phy (Lew and Wiliam Chris¬ 
tensen’s contributions need to be 
replaced with something that 


makes a talented new generation 
of dancers look less awkward). 

It already has the dancers. 
Katita Waldo (looking ageless, 
though she’s been in the compa¬ 
ny since ’88) and Stephen Legate 
were positively stunning in the 
“Kingdom of Snow.” (I can re¬ 
member SFB boys falling into the 
wings trying to carry ballerinas 
aloft just 20 years ago.) Hansuke 
Yamamoto is an archetypal jump¬ 
ing jack in “Chinese Tea.” Steven 
Norman does repeated splits in 
the air, touching both toes, in 
Anatole Vilzak’s “Russian Cos¬ 
sacks,” and Chung may be the 
most serenely beautiful Butterfly 
I’ve ever seen in this production. 

Add Feijoo and Martin, at a 
matinee yet (most international 
dance companies would be happy 
to field a pair like that on opening 
night), and SFB has the nucleus 
for a stunning new production to 
come. It all depends on who is 
chosen to design it and how seri¬ 
ously adult Tomasson feels he can 
go without spoiling the kiddies’ 
franchise. In the meantime, this is 
your last chance to witness histo¬ 
ry and have a walloping good 
time. V

er, and his joining the Dance- 
Along cast has been its own kind 
of exploration. Larsen auditioned 
for the show partly out of curios¬ 
ity about how a cattle call in tutus 
works, and found himself hula¬ 
dancing in a tikki mask to ukulele 
music and performing in a Bali- 
nese-style puppet show. Created 
by Janaki Ranpura and I Made 
Moja, the shadow puppet show is 
performed to John Barnes 
Chance’s “Variations on a Korean 
Folk Song.” Larsen said he and the 
other puppeteers are building the 
puppets and screen sets specifical¬ 
ly for the show as they develop the 
story, so he’s learning the roots of 
the craft. 

“I had worked with Heart of 
the Beast Puppet Mask Theater in 
Minneapolis, which is one of the 
premier puppet mask theaters in 
the country, but I’d never really 
done shadow puppetry,” Larsen 
said. “It’s amazing what they can 
do. A little puppet that is maybe 
six inches tall: you get that close to 
the light, and it fills the entire 
back wall.” 

Around the town 

Larsen’s career itself has been 
something of a tour of all things 
Bay Area theatrical. After 8 years 
in Minneapolis and a brief stint in 
Chicago, he moved to San Fran¬ 


cisco in 1991. Having seen the 
PBS documentary on Theatre 
Rhinoceros’ AIDS Show, the first 
theatrical response to the AIDS 
epidemic, he made a bee-line for 
auditions at Rhino as soon as he ■ 
got into town. 

“That was the first place I went 
to audition in town, because I 
thought I’d meet a lot of men,” 
Larsen said. “It was ironic. I got 
cast in an all-lesbian show, except 
for me: a lesbian musical about 
two lesbians having a baby, and 
they decided the sperm donor 
would be a good gay male friend 
of theirs. I played the'gay male 
friend. It was ahead of its time in 
’91.” 

Since that first production, 
Larsen has acted in many Theatre 
Rhino productions, including The 
Desk Set, The Last Hairdresser, 
Twelfth Night and the original 
musical Cradle and All. He’s acted 
on the main stage and in touring 
productions with the San Francis¬ 
co Shakespeare Festival, as well as 
in productions of 42nd Street 
Moon and Thrillpeddlers. He’s 
even written two original musicals 
himself, including The Year of Liv¬ 
ing Androgynously, which was per¬ 
formed at the Zephyr Theatre 
prior to his moving here. 

One of the productions Larsen 
said he is most proud of was back 
at Rhino, a studio run of Waiting 
for Godot performed in drag. The

'The Exonerated' at the Curran Theatre

here is the stuff of at least six 
TV-movies in The Exonerat¬ 
ed, but this unusual stage of¬ 
fering wraps it all up in just 90 
minutes. The tidiness of the^pre- , 
sentation is in stark contrast with 
the messiness of six lives inter¬ 
rupted by the years wrongly spent 
on death row. These are horror 
stories made dramatically palat¬ 
able in an effort to toss the net as 
widely as possible. 

The message is simple: En¬ 
forcement of the law is subjective 
and fallible, but a realized death 
sentence erases possibilities of 
correction. It’s a message that au¬ 
thors Jessica Blank and Erik 
Jensen help audiences infer from 
the first-person accounts of those 
whose innocence was proven, 
usually by modern DNA evi¬ 
dence, before the ultimate sen¬ 
tences were carried out. 

Even for those who find some 
degree of satisfaction in capital 
punishment, the unscrupulous 
work by prosecutors, sloppy work 
by court-appointed defense attor¬ 
neys, and, most scarily, the readi¬ 
ness of juries to buy these scenar¬ 
ios should be chilling. 

Consider the case of Kerry Max 
Cook. He worked at a gay bar in 
Texas and lived in the same apart¬ 
ment complex with a young 
woman who turned up butchered 
to death. Her death, the prosecu¬ 
tion convinced a jury, was based 
on Cook’s “warped homosexual

lust for blood and perversion,” and 
the prosecutor went on to warn 
“all the freaks and perverts and 
murderous homosexuals of the 
world” that execution awaits them 
if he has anything to say about it. 

The prosecutor’s words come 
directly from court transcripts, and 
all the words heard in The Exoner¬ 
ated are based either on public doc¬ 
uments or the interviews that 
Blank and Jensen conducted with 
six Victims of judicial injustice. 
With actors seated on a row of 
stools, the individual stories, inter¬ 
woven with the others, are revealed 
in small packets of information fol¬ 
lowing similar trajectories: a back 
story, a crime, the prosecution, im¬ 
prisonment, and exoneration. 

Created as an ensemble piece 
that requires no stars, the touring 
production nevertheless betters 
its box-office chances by aug¬ 
menting the core company of six 
solid actors with a pair of celebri¬ 


ties that changes each week. 
Opening week had a restrained 
but sincere Robin Williams as 
Kerry Max Cook, and a perfectly 
cast Amanda Plummer as a quirky 
life force named Sunny Jacobs. 

When the actual Sunny Jacobs 
joined the company onstage at the 
curtain call, she said, through 
tears, “I’m happy to be here. I’m 
happy to be anywhere.” This is the 
kind of resiliency that the authors 
focus upon: the story, really, of the 
journeys back to humanity. T

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Childhood’s end 

It's 'Zero Da/ in teens' suburban hell

jjj| shockingly intimate act 
| takes place about a third of 
the way through the new 
film Zero Day, opening Friday. A 
16-year-old blonde boy is lying 
back in an adjustable chair as a 
middle-aged man sticks a pair of 
pliers in his mouth. It’s a rite of 
passage. Cal Gabriel (Calvin 
Robertson) is having his lower 
braces removed. The dentist jokes 
to an unseen person holding the 
videocamera, whom he calls 
“Spielberg,” “You should have got¬ 
ten him when we started, when 
his teeth were so messy.” 

All through writer/director 
Ben Coccio’s first feature, we get 
kissing-close to Cal and his best 
friend Andre Kriegman (Andre 
Keuck) as they drive around their 
suburban Connecticut town, go 
shopping at the mall, joke with 
Andre’s parents (played by actor 
Keuck’s real parents) at Andre’s 
18th birthday party, attend an 


open-mike poetry reading, and 
ponder whether to attend their se¬ 
nior prom (Cal goes, Andre does¬ 
n’t). All the while, Cal and Andre, 
in their guise as an “Army of Two,” 
painstakingly plan a Columbine- 
style massacre at their high 
school. 

This fourth and probably last 
of the Columbine films ( Bowling 
for Columbine; Bang, Bang, You’re 
Dead; and Elephant ) is an astute¬ 
ly observed minor classic in the 
neo-realist school pioneered by 
Open City, the 1945 film about 
Italian partisan guerrillas fighting 
the Nazi occupation of Rome co¬ 
written by Federico Fellini and di¬ 
rected by Roberto Rossellini. 

It may seem farfetched to many 
of us that Cal and Andre feel their 
school is occupied by forces hos¬ 
tile to them (led, they believe, by 
the captain of the wrestling team, 
who asserts his alpha-male privi¬ 
lege behind the wheel of a Range 
Rover), but they do so feel. The 
first “mission” in their campaign 
towards Zero Day has Cal and 


Andre pelting Brad Hupp’s house 
with rotten eggs, while muttering 
childish obscenities. 

Cal and Andre have their mod¬ 
els in fiction: their early pranks 
smack of a Tom and Huck who 
tragically don’t meet Jim or get 
the hell out of town on a raft. 
Their fixation on shooting up the 
school has a Leopold and Loeblike 
obsessiveness without an explicit¬ 
ly homo-fueled bonding. 

Filmmaker Coccio .shrewdly 
avoids a scene where Cal and 
Andre kiss, correctly believing 
that any kind of sexual expression 
would take their story down an 
unpredictably different path. But 
just because they aren’t directly 
stated doesn’t mean that homo 
urges don’t lurk somewhere in a 
stewpot of intense emotions that 
do bind these boys. Rumors that 
Eric Harris had the hots for Dylan 
Klebold and that repression of 
this socially unacceptable urge 
pushed their complex chemistry 
down a far more twisted path are 
just that, rumors.

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Zero Days format, a story told 
almost exclusively through Cal 
and Andre’s videodiaries (they’re 
keeping 30 hours of tape in a safe- 
deposit box for CNN’s Wolf 
Blitzer), provides just the right 
emotional subtext: the banal pas¬ 
sage of time marked by routine 
hardware-store errands, a shop¬ 
ping-channel-style display of all 
the different caliber choices in 
guns, and an authentic snarky- 
teen tone. Robertson and Keuck 
make good use of their high- 
school Shakespeare training. They 
have presence without the intru¬ 
sive technique of more seasoned 
actors. The videodiaries ultimate¬ 
ly stand for all the things Cal and 
Andre don’t want their classmates 
or parents to know about them, 
and for all the good traits they 
refuse to see in other people. 

The movie is flooded with 


memories of childhood’s end: ac¬ 
tors Cal and Andre’s actual baby 
pictures; then the frenzied flash of 
a kid captured by the school secu¬ 
rity camera, dodging a bullet 
while sneaking back for his knap¬ 
sack and tossing off a heartfelt 
“fuck you” to the teen triggermen; 
the casual cruelty expressed to¬ 
wards gays and social rejects by

thinks is growing into a young 
man he’ll be proud of; and Cal’s 
mom’s joy for how straight her 
beautiful son’s teeth appear after 
years of dental visits. “It was 
worth it,” she beams. ▼ 


Male bonding 

'From Here to Eternit/

T he army’s masculine cama¬ 
raderie is explored in Fred 
Zinnemann’s celebrated 1953 
adaptation of James Jones’ novel 
From Here to Eternity, given a 50th 
anniversary run at the Castro 
Theatre December 5-11. Set in 
Hawaii on the eve of the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, the film 
reveals powerful, unspoken ho¬ 
moerotic attachments among ser¬ 
vicemen, as well as the pressure to 
conform and the cruelty inflicted 
on anyone who won’t. 

Pvt. Prewitt (Montgomery 
Clift) transfers into a new compa¬ 
ny, unofficially run by Sgt. War¬ 
den (Burt Lancaster). Prewitt be¬ 
friends Maggio (Frank Sinatra), 
but angers the corrupt Com¬ 
manding Officer, Captain Holmes 
(Philip Ober), by refusing to join 
the company’s boxing team. That 
leads to brutal treatment from the 
noncommissioned officers, War¬ 
den excepted. 

Holmes’ wife Karen (a stun¬ 
ning, blonde Deborah Kerr) has a 
reputation for infidelity, and suc¬ 
cumbs to Warden’s buffed 
charms. Meanwhile, Maggio takes 
Prewitt to a “dance hall” where he 
meets a “hostess,” Alma (Donna 
Reed), known as Lurlene. At the 
club, Maggio clashes with Fatso 
(Ernest Borgnine), the Stockade 
Sergeant. 

These passions and conflicts 
are shown in swift, well-written 
scenes crackling with tension. The 
most emotional relationship is be¬ 
tween the idealistic Prewitt and 
the jocular Maggio. When the lat¬ 
ter dies from Fatso’s vicious beat¬ 
ings, Prewitt hauntingly honors 
his life by playing taps. Clift’s 
handsome face movingly conveys

heartbreak. Later, he avenges his 
friend’s death. 

Clift’s brilliance is matched by 
Lancaster as the efficient, cynical 
Warden — he knows how to work 
the system and cannot under¬ 
stand Prewitt’s constant bucking 
of it. Kerr, in a career-reviving role 
she got when Joan Crawford with¬ 
drew from the production, com¬ 
bines a lusty, hard-bitten passion 
with rueful sensitivity. Her fa¬ 
mous roll on the beach with Lan¬ 
caster became a much-parodied 
classic moment. Reed, hitherto an 
unremarkable ingenue, is affect¬ 
ing as the prostitute who falls for 
Prewitt against her own good 
judgment, while dreaming of 
bourgeois respectability. Sinatra is 
good if facile in his first dramatic 
performance. 

The film won Oscars for Best 
Picture, Director, Supporting 
Actor and Actress (Sinatra, Reed), 
Adapted Screenplay (Daniel 
Taradash), Cinematography, and 
Sound. Clift, Lancaster, and Kerr 
were also nominated for their 
work. T

Tom Cruise goes to Japan

n Ed Zwick’s The Last Samurai, 
there’s lots of talk about the 
ancient ways of the Samurai, 
and lots of America-bashing in 
the form of an evil American am¬ 
bassador trying to hammer out a 
trade agreement with the Emper¬ 
or of Japan. The film also draws 
parallels between the United 
States’ treatment of Native Amer¬ 
icans and Japan’s dismissal of the 
Samurai tradition by those who 
sought to train a modern army. 
Blood spews, and horses crash to 
the ground in battle sequences 
lovingly shot in slow motion; sets 
and costumes are first-rate; and 
the lush score by Hans Zimmer 
employs an army of violins to or¬ 
chestrate the emotional upheaval 
imagined by the filmmakers. Yet it 
only takes a few minutes to cut 
through all this pretentious crap- 
ola and realize that The Last 
Samurai is just a horse opera in 
Japanese drag. 

Tom Cruise plays the drunken 
Civil War hero Captain Nathan 
Algren, who once r served under 
General Custer and now, in 1876 
San Francisco, finds himself 
haunted by memories of slaugh¬ 
tering innocent “Injuns.” Algren 
performs in a carnival sideshow 
until he gets an offer to go to 
Japan as a mercenary. He goes; he 
trains soldiers for the “modern” 
Japanese army; and he gets cap¬ 
tured in battle by a band of Samu¬ 
rai soldiers. Yup, you guessed it. 
Quicker than you can say Say- 
onara, the leader of the Samurai 
band (Ken Watanabe) transforms 
the whitebread Algren into one of 


the boys. From this point forward, 
it’s strictly good (Cruise) vs. evil. 

The Achilles’ heel at the base of 
this affair is the fact that Cruise 
does not have the gravitas to assay 
this role. Based upon his carefully 
layered haircut and lovingly pho¬ 
tographed close-ups, one can only 
assume the toothsome Cruise 
graduated cum laude from the 
Jose Eber “shake your head, dar¬ 
ling” school of Samurai. When he 
emerges in a red suit of Samurai 
armor, the audience laughs out 
loud. Ken Watanabe, solid and 
stoic as the great warrior Kat- 
sumoto, is wasted by being forced 
to play Tonto-San to Cruise’s 
Lone Ranger. And if all this 
macho chicanery isn’t enough, 
Shichinosuke Nakamura plays the 
Emperor of Japan as an extreme¬ 
ly effeminate, spineless cipher 
who can only find his cojones with 
Cruise’s help. Did the producers 
think this form of subliminal gay¬ 
bashing was necessary to com¬ 
pensate for Cruise’s lack of testos¬ 
terone? 

The Last Samurai gives me new 
respect of the accomplishments of 
aged Nancy-boy Richard 
“Shogun” Chamberlain, and 
mixed-race mongrel Keanu “Ma¬ 
trix” Reeves. Despite their physi¬ 
cal limitations, they both trans¬ 
formed themselves into credible 
action heroes. But with his dis¬ 
tinctly 21st-century speech, man¬ 
nerisms and affect, Cruise has 
zero credibility as a 19th-century 
military man. No amount of 
shouting or carefully choreo¬ 
graphed battle sequences can 
compensate for this fundamental 
cognitive dissonance.

'Noises Off' comes to Marines Memorial

n Noises Off, playwright 
Michael Frayn has written a 
1 comedy about a farce. At least 
that’s how the play starts off, as a 
second-tier acting company re¬ 
hearses an inane sex farce for a 
second-tier tour of the UK. But as 
Noises Off progresses, it morphs 
more and more into what it’s 
mocking. It’s probably by design 
— Frayn ( Copenhagen ) is too 


smart a playwright to do other¬ 
wise — but this double dose of 
mindless mania, albeit well-con¬ 
structed, can actually become a bit 
annoying amid all the laughter. 

Frayn himself addressed the 
problem by revising his 1982 
script for recent London and 
Broadway revivals, and that is the 
version used in the well-received 
San Jose Rep production that has 
transferred to Marines Memorial 
Theatre. Under Richard Seyd’s di¬ 
rection, this is a quality mounting 


with several choice comic perfor¬ 
mances that never did stop amus¬ 
ing most of the opening-night au¬ 
dience in SF. 

The first act takes place at the 
near-disastrous final rehearsal be¬ 
fore the faux-farce Nothing On is 
to open in Weston-super-Mare. 
The second act takes place back- 
stage during a fully disastrous 
performance in Ashton-Under- 
Lyne. We are back onstage for the 
third act, which is the uber-disas- 
trous final performance in Stock¬ 
ton-on-Tees. 

It’s a wonderful device indeed to 
let us see what is happening back- 
stage (thanks to John Iacovelli’s re¬ 
volving set) during the comedy we 
saw being rehearsed in the first act. 
At first, the backstage calamities and 
rivalries that the company attempts 
to hide from the audience are comic 
versions of plausible situations. But 
before the act is over, the cast has 
evolved into cartoon characters in 
cartoon situations. The laughs may 
still be forthcoming, but these 
laughs exercise a more quickly sated 
part of the brain. 

Director Seyd is an old hand at 
Noises Off, having first directed it 
in 1988 for Marin Theatre Com¬ 
pany in a production that also 
wound up moving to Marines 
Memorial. After a run in San Jose, 
the current classy company head¬ 
ed by TV sitcom veteran Jane Carr 
is also well experienced at the fast- 
paced proceedings and oversized 
characterizations. 

Noises Off has been called one 
of the funniest comedies ever writ- 
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Director Lloyd Dallas (Adrian Neil), actress Brooke Ashton (Jamie Day) 


ten, and that may true if volume of 
laughter is the criteria. But some¬ 
times with this play, it can feel like 
you’re being tickled. You laugh, but 
you also want it to stop. ▼

put me in makeup. The first time 
I was petrified.” 

Now Larsen appears as Acid 
Housewife Rhonda Wilcox. He 
described her as the professional 
girl of the group, a blonde real-es¬ 
tate agent in a pants-suit whose 
theme song is “Love Shack.” She 
was married to an IT professional 
but suspected he was gay, and they 
divorced when he came out. 

“The public has no idea what 
we go through in creating these 
characters,” Larsen said. “We have 
this whole personal history for 
each character, and they evolve 
each year as we go along.” 

When Larsen isn’t on stage, he 
finds ways to support theater be¬ 
hind the scenes. FJe is the current 
president of Theatre Rhinoceros’ 
board, a post he’s stepping down 
from this January after four years. 
He’s worked in group sales for the 
SF Shakespeare Festival and 
worked for Theater Bay Area, a 
nonprofit theater-service organi¬ 
zation. In 2000, he launched Gay 
Pocket San Francisco, a slick 
quarterly events guide for gay 
tourists. 

Larsen will be joined in the 
Dance-Along by Steven McKear- 
ney as Phileas Fogg’s manservant, 
Passepartout. McKearney, who 


appeared in last year’s production, 
is a trained operatic singer whose 
range extends from bass up to 
countertenor. He’ll be featured as 
both Carmen and the toreador 
when the world tour arrives in 
Spain. The Band’s champion 
twirler, Ed Boeke, twirls knives for 
the Pacific Island segment. All 
three will perform with Janaki 
Ranpura and I Made Moja in the 
shadow puppet show.

Chatting with James Cromwell about Red Scare Hollywood

ames Cromwell has been 
Stretch Cunningham, Archie 
Bunker’s blue-collar col¬ 
league on All in the Family; the 
farmer in Babe; and the corrupt 
cop in LA Confidential, among 
many people. He was in San Fran¬ 
cisco for the premiere of HBO’s 
Angels in America, in which he 
plays Harold, the doctor who con¬ 
fronts Roy Cohn (A1 Pacino) with 
an AIDS diagnosis. Cromwell was 
using a cane — the lanky actor 
broke his leg in a bicycle accident. 
We sat in a quiet section of the 
Four Seasons lobby, sipped water, 


and spoke about his and his fa¬ 
ther’s career. 

Born in ’40, he’s the son of vet¬ 
eran director John Cromwell, 
whose films include Bette Davis’ 
star-making role in Of Human 
Bondage (’34) and Hedy Lamarr’s 
sensational American debut in Al¬ 
giers (’38). In the late ’40s, the 
elder Cromwell was denounced as 
a Communist by his “friend,” 
actor Adolphe Menjou. He sur¬ 
vived but grew disenchanted with 
Hollywood, and returned to 
Broadway with Sabrina Fair and 
Mary, Mary. 

“Hollywood,” said Cromwell, 
“is sanitized, run by large corpo¬ 
rations.” Hence, he was delighted

son (Ben Shenkman), is in denial 
about Prior’s illness; when he 
can’t deny it, he abandons him. 
Louis befriends a married Mor¬ 
mon attorney, Joe Pitt (the beau¬ 
tiful Patrick Wilson), who has 
been fighting his homosexuality 
for years. Joe’s wife Harper 
(Mary-Louise Parker) is hooked 
on Valium. His mother Hannah 
(Meryl Streep) won’t face the re¬ 
ality of her son’s life. Joe’s profes¬ 
sional mentor, the ferociously 
powerful, closeted attorney Roy 
Cohn (A1 Pacino), tells his doctor, 
Harold (James Cromwell), that he 
can’t have AIDS because he’s not 
homosexual. Prior’s best friend and 
former lover, Belize (Jeffrey 
Wright), a nurse, knows the truth 
about Prior’s and Cohn’s condi¬ 
tions, and ministers to both. Emma 
Thompson plays an understanding 
nurse and the eponymous Angel. 
Hovering in the distance is Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan, who didn’t 
mention AIDS for years, and did 
nothing to combat the disease. 

Kushner adapted his Pulitzer 
Prize-winning drama, which 
works beautifully on film. It be¬ 
gins with Louis and Prior attend¬ 
ing a Jewish memorial service for 
Louis’ grandmother. Prior tells 
Louis his lesions are worse, but 
Louis won’t listen. In one stun¬ 
ning scene after another, Kushner 
reveals why their four-and-a-half 
year relationship isn’t strong 
enough to withstand the horrors 
befalling Prior. It’s too much for 
them to handle, both medically 
and emotionally. There appears to 
be no help. 

But Cohn can help. He can get 


new, experimental drugs. He can 
call Reagan to insist the federal 
government do more, much more. 
But he won’t. He’s filled with in¬ 
ternalized anti-Semitism and ho¬ 
mophobia. He admits to sex with 
men, but that doesn’t make him 
homosexual, because homosexu¬ 
als are weak, pathetic creatures, 
and he’s an important, well-con¬ 
nected man. He can grab the 
phone to speak with anyone who 
matters. Hence, he cannot have 
AIDS, he has liver cancer. When he 
finally obtains AZT, it’s for himself 
— he won’t help others. 

Pacino is astonishing as 
Cohn—all his familiar bombast 
creating a riveting portrayal of a 
truly despicable man. He’s more 
than a mere villain, he’s one of the 
most troubled, frightened, and 
terrifying characters in literature. 
Pacino makes him human and 
worthy of compassion. His con¬ 
frontation with Harold, superbly 
played by Cromwell, is breathtak¬ 
ing. Even Cohn didn’t deserve 
AIDS. And only a Cohn wouldn’t 
pity him. 

Prophet, not saint 

Kirk’s Prior is just as complex. 
His fear of death and his physical 
agony are wrenching. His anger 
and hurt at Louis’ betrayal are 
moving. His inability to under¬ 
stand Louis’ dilemma makes him 
human, not a saintly victim. 
Shenkmen’s Louis is scathingly 
honest and self-loathing, desper¬ 
ately seeking forgiveness. As Joe 
falls in love with him, guilt and 
terror manifest themselves in 
Louis, and he, too, breaks your 
heart. 

Wilson’s Joe simmers, then 
boils as he surrenders to long- 
page 43 ► 
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when director Mike Nichols asked 
him to appear in Angels, which 
hasn’t been softened for the 
screen. 

Cohn, a central character in 
Angels, was a key player during the 
horrendous Red Scare of the late 
’40s and early ’50s. I asked 
Cromwell how he felt about play¬ 
ing opposite a fictional Cohn, in 
view of his father’s experience. 
“That’s an interesting question. I 
hadn’t seen the play. I didn’t un¬ 
derstand the scene until Pacino 
got there.” 

Pacino, he said, “is a magnifi¬ 
cent actor at the top of his game. 
His capacity to create a repellent 
human being who finally wins 
your compassion is amazing.” 
Cohn, afflicted with AIDS in the 
’80s, was among the few who 
could have done something about 
it. “Cohn could have called Rea¬ 
gan for help. But that would have 
meant admitting he had AIDS, 
and he wouldn’t do that. He sacri¬ 
ficed many lives.” 

Working with Nichols was 


great. “He knows exactly what he 
wants. Because he’s been a per¬ 
former, he creates an atmosphere 
in which actors feel empowered to 
do courageous work.” That at¬ 
mosphere is crucial, since “you 
don’t have to tell Pacino and [co- 
stars] Meryl Streep and Emma 
Thompson much.” 

I asked about classic Holly¬ 
wood stories. “Well, I met my fu¬ 
ture father-in-law, Lee J. Cobb, 
when I was four. My wife hadn’t 
been born yet. Frederic March 
saved my life. He was at our home 
for a party. I’d snuck into the 
bathroom to mix a harmless con¬ 
coction. When I heard him com¬ 
ing, I ran to my room, but 
dropped the glass and severely cut 
my foot. I crawled into bed, and 
Freddie decided to look in on me 
— his own child was about my 
age. He saw that I was bleeding, 
called for help, and tied a tourni¬ 
quet on my leg, saving me.” 

While filming Babe, had he 
thought of WC Fields’ statement 
about hating to work with chil-

dren and animals? Cromwell, a 
vegan and animal-rights activist, 
laughed. “I think Fields knew bet¬ 
ter, but wanted to keep the secret 
to himself. The piglet who played 
Babe had been squealing all day 
long, until I picked him up. Then 
he behaved perfectly.” As for kids: 
“You can’t fool them. They know 
if you’re lying as an actor.” 

Cromwell doesn’t have to 
worry: his work has impeccable 
integrity, and, like all great char¬ 
acter actors, oach of his perfor¬ 
mances is unique. Harold in An¬ 
gels is no exception. T 
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Sensuous stirrings 

A fortnight with the San Francisco Symphony and guest conductors

gpi or the last two weeks, San 
I - Francisco Symphony audi¬ 
ences have been treated to 
yet another round of guest con¬ 
ductors. Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas has been in New 
York introducing concerts in 
Carnegie Hall’s Perspective series. 

We can envy MTT for spend¬ 
ing his autumn in New York, but 
he will be back home the first 


week in December. Even without 
his charismatic presence, things 
have been going very well. One 
young conductor, making his local 
debut, proved to be a real discov¬ 
ery, and his concerts probably 
guaranteed a return invitation. 

Last week, Alasdair Neale, for¬ 
mer Associate Conductor of the 
SFS for 12 years, returned to 
Davies Hall with violinist Elmar 
Oliveira. It was a pleasure watch¬ 
ing him work again, even if the 
evening was less than electrifying. 
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Opening with Marius Constant’s 
brilliant orchestration of Ravel’s 
lovely piano score Gaspard de la 
nuit was an inspired choice. It led 
perfectly into Oliveira’s appear¬ 
ance in the Saint-Saens Violin 
Concerto No. 3 in B minor. 



Neale provided mystery and drama. 


The orchestra clearly has affec¬ 
tion for Neale, and they followed 
his direction beautifully in the 
sensuous Ravel. There was a deli¬ 
cious transparency in the strings, 
which also had just enough heft to 
support Constant’s often daring 


choice of instrumentation. The 
mystery and drama of the piece is 
shot through with tricky rhythms 
that really posed no threat due to 
the conductor’s carefully molded 
interpretation. 

Oliveira made his SF debut 20 
years ago, and he had many en¬ 
thusiastic fans in the audience. 
Unfortunately, his performance 
was slightly below par, flawed by 
frequent tuning problems. When 
Sarah Chang knocked everyone’s 
socks off recently, she tuned before 
movements. I was surprised at the 
time, but now see how wise her 
decision was. Tuning problems 
weren’t enough to spoil the entire 
Concerto, and Oliveira improved 
as he went along. By the time he 
launched into the exciting final 
movement, things were set right. 

Finnish first 

The best concert of the past 
fortnight was definitely the pro¬ 
gram featuring Finnish conductor 
Sakari Oramo. Presently Simon 
Rattle’s successor as Principal 
Conductor and Artistic Advisor of 
the City of Birmingham Sympho¬ 
ny Orchestra, he was making his 
SFS debut. 

The repertoire was adventur¬ 
ous, balanced, and a little on the 
somber side. But any concert that 
includes Sibelius has got me at 
hello. The evening began with the 
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first SFS performances of Kaija 
Anneli Saariaho’s Du cristal (From 
Crystal). At first the orchestra 
makes a mass of sound that is 
monolithic and seemingly static. 
After a while, slight activity be¬ 
comes apparent, and there’s a 
sense of wandering in a frigid but 
surprisingly lively landscape. 


Orama showed balance, persuasion. 


It may not be to everyone’s 
taste, and Oramo was smart to in¬ 
clude another Finnish composer’s 
more lyrical utterances later. Still, 
Saariaho displays an awesome 
command of the orchestra, and 
the relatively brief piece managed 
to make quite an impression. 

The Symphony’s principal vi¬ 
olist Geraldine Walther is a regu¬ 
lar concert soloist, and she never 
ceases to amaze. Her appearance 
in the Bartok Viola Concerto went 
a long way towards warming the 
audience up. 

The searching opening mono¬ 
logue and the thrilling finale 
showed Walther’s impressive 
range and virtuosity to full ad¬ 
vantage. The most self-effacing of 
performers, she nevertheless has 
become one of the orchestra’s 
best-loved members, proving that 
still waters truly do run deep. 

The second half of the bill was 
given over to Sibelius: a lithe and 
persuasive reading of the remark¬ 
ably concise (and endearingly 
ambiguous) Sixth Symphony and 
the late tone poem Tapiola. 
Oramo had the measure of both 
scores, and the darkness of Tapio¬ 
la served as suitable closing ballast 
for the equally chilly Du cristal. T

Sandi Dubowski's'Trembling Before G-d'

ust out on DVD and in time 
for the holiday (dare I say 
Christmas) shopping rush is 
a handsome box set edition of 
Trembling Before G-d, Sandi Sim- 
cha Dubowski’s pioneering docu¬ 
mentary about the hidden lives of 
gay and lesbian Orthodox and 
Hasidic Jews. 

In a society that celebrates 
freedom of (and some would 
argue from) religion and separa¬ 
tion of church and state, precious 
little time is spent seriously dis¬ 
cussing religious issues. Since ho¬ 
mosexuality is treated, at best, as 
a heresy by each of the major 
faiths, gay people have recently as¬ 
sumed the burden of conducting 
what little dialogue there is on the 
modern clash between sexual 
identity and religious orthodoxy. 
More than a mere coming out ve¬ 
hicle for still another group of re¬ 
ligiously damaged queer people, 
Trembling Before G-d is one of the 
rare American films that succeeds 
in producing serious drama from 
such dialogue. It’s a feat also 
pulled off in Arthur Dong’s Fam¬ 
ily Fundamentals, about conserva¬ 
tive Christians who have dis¬ 
owned their gay children; and 
Tasha Oldham’s The Smith Fami¬ 
ly, the emotionally searing tale of 
a gay Mormon man’s return to his 
family and faith after infecting his 
wife with the HIV virus. 

Set in Orthodox communities 
around the globe, from Jerusalem 
to London to San Francisco, 
Trembling profiles persons as di¬ 
verse as the world’s first openly 
gay Orthodox rabbi (Steve Green¬ 
berg), to deeply closeted and mar¬ 
ried Hasidic queers, to very out 
individuals kicked out of Ortho¬ 
dox families. Particularly moving 
is the account of Israel Fishman, a 
50something gay man who, in the 
film, still yearns to be succored by 
his 98-year-old Orthodox father. 
Rejecting his faith for a secular 
Brooklyn life with a lover of many 
years, Fishman conducts sightsee¬ 
ing trips to his old neighborhood, 
where he directs tourists to such 
unlikely attractions as sidewalk 
flea markets with great buys on 
toilet tissue. 

In interviews, Sandi Dubows- 
ki is quick to admit that he was an 
unlikely candidate to direct a film 
about a crisis in faith. “I grew up 
conservative Jewish in Brooklyn, 
and I don’t think I ever did Shab- 
bat growing up. This film was my 
emergence into observance. I al¬ 
ways had a warm feeling towards 
Judaism. I had the old ladies who 
would come up to me and grab 
my arm, when I did my bar mitz- 
vah.” 

One of those little old ladies 
appears in Dubowski’s short film 
Tomboychik, the then 24-year-old 
filmmaker trading wigs and con¬ 
fessions with his then 88-year-old 
“Bubba,” or grandmother. While 
Bubba comes out as a mannish 
woman, young *Sandi stopped 
short of saying he was queer. “I 
feel like we had as queer a rela¬ 
tionship as could be, so coming 
out as gay, I don’t think would 
have meant something to her. She 
had this 19th-century view of sex¬ 
uality where you could be butch, 
fern, drag queen/king, but as long 
as you married and reproduced,

you were normal. When playing 
with wigs and her telling me I’d be 
beautiful as a girl, we were in the 
playground.” 

A beautiful transfer of 
Tomboychik is included on the 
DVD’s extra-features disc. That 
disc starts off with a short film de¬ 
tailing Tremblings pilgrimage-like 
exhibition circuit around the 
globe. One funny feature de¬ 
scribes the ancient Jewish atone¬ 
ment ceremony for sexual sins, 
which turns out to be rolling in 
snow. It’s an irony considering the 
opening scene in the forthcoming 
Israeli film Yossi and Jagger, which 
has two soldier lovers rolling in a 
Golan Heights snowbank. 

The short kicks off abruptly 
with a face-to-face shouting 
match between Dubowski and an 
impassioned Argentinean critic of 
the film, illustrating how defen¬ 
sive religious traditionalists can 
become when a tenet of their faith 
is seriously questioned. “This is 
just filth. You’re just trying to ne¬ 
gotiate with religion.” Dubowski 
is observed shaking with excite¬ 
ment as the film’s world tour 
replicates the kind of passions 
aroused when the Pontiff leaves 
Rome in the Popemobile. 

Utah echoes 

A priceless moment occurs 
when a gay Mormon man sees 
Trembling at the Sundance Film 
Festival, accompanied by his wife 
bottle-feeding their infant child. 
“I had a boyfriend before I got 
married. I became a devote Mor¬ 
mon, and the church said this 
would go away. Five years later, it’s 
not going away.” Ironically, gay 
Mormons are among those find¬ 
ing the strongest echo of their 
own oppression in Tremblings 
forceful images of a queer Ortho¬ 
dox Diaspora. 

An Orthodox rabbi from Bal¬ 
timore is surprised to find himself 
giving Trembling his own quiet 
testimonial. “I had expected the 
film to be a commercial for some 
kind of gay rights movement. It 
hurt to watch it — a good, im¬ 
portant kind of hurt.” Several 
people remark that the film’s 
power is its ability to cause Or¬ 
thodox straight people to witness 
the pain experienced by Ortho¬ 
dox queer people. Tremblings run 
at New York’s Film Forum is 
aided by temple groups whose 
comments in afterfilm discus¬ 
sions take on the dimensions of a 
Gotham Orthodox town meet¬ 
ing. 

Particularly useful are the ex¬ 
tended interviews with the six 
rabbis from the film, including 
Steve Greenberg. He details his

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Falcon rising

he bird is dead! Long live the 
bird! 

Falcon, that is. Having 
survived in rapid succession the 
death of its founder, its 30th 
birthday, and the resignation of its 
heir apparent, Falcon Studios has 
entered a new era. Just in time, 
too. I had been feeling the compa¬ 
ny’s formula, however successful 
it has been, needed a little evolv¬ 
ing. The trademark look was be¬ 
coming a straitjacket; the ethos 
was old. Now there’s a brand new 
chief of staff, and a brand new 
staff. There’s a brand new film di¬ 
rector for the mainline titles. And 
while it seems too early to tell how 
good a director Kristopher West¬ 
on might become (his first fea¬ 
ture, Good as Gold, had both its 
best scene and its orgy eviscerat¬ 
ed during editing), there are 
hopeful signs of regenera¬ 
tion among a handful of 
current releases. 

The two-part Jocks 
release Addiction was 
most likely a product of 
the old regime; I’m un¬ 
sure of its gestation. But 
I’m not 
unsure of 
its limited 
success, 

which shows the old formula in 
need of revitalization. Or at least 
some clarity in its scenario, de¬ 
vised by Chris Steele and director 
Chi Chi LaRue. Addiction takes 
place at one of those monstro cir¬ 
cuit parties, and struggles to make 
a statement about the nature of 
those events. Yet its thoughts, as 
well as its narrative, are garbled, 
and only vitiate the movie’s ener¬ 
gy, which winds down as it goes 
on. 

Addiction has a starry cast, and 
the sex starts out effectively 
enough, with the movie’s most 
successful scene, a quintet’s fan¬ 
tastic array of boners parading 
turgescence as the essence. Im¬ 
pressive newer stars here include 
brute-faced baddy Ken Houser 
and blue-eyed Maxx Diesel, a 
monolith of man whose 6’5” 
height seems equaled by the 
spread of his shoulders. If he had 
a hair on his head or body, I’m 
sure it would be blond; one sus¬ 
pects he’s a Visigoth. Here’s a mo¬ 
ment that made me drool: 
studboy Trent Atkins standing on

his head, his jackknifed legs split¬ 
ting his ass wide open for a suc¬ 
cession of gluttonous ass-eaters to 
gorge upon. Boyish, furry Danny 
Voxx is a stimulating treat 
(although he won’t 
achieve his full slutty 
potential until en¬ 
gaged by Titan Stu- 
, dio for Carny and, 
most especially, the 
new Service Trade). 
There’s a flip-flop fuck 
for Brad 
Benton 
and Rob 
Romoni, 
and a doozy of a drooler in which 
ultra-fox Justin Dragon suavely 
slides a superb fuck into the afore¬ 
said Mr. Voxx. Still, most of the 
other sexcapades reveal lots of ef¬ 
fort and little joy. This is a party? 

Lush bloom 

There’s a paradigm change in 
Falcon’s two subsequent features. 
Ms. LaRue offers near continual 
rapture in the deservedly touted, 
two-part Drenched, a wordless 
rhapsody filmed in thrillingly lush 
settings in Hawaii. Assured in 
conception and execution from 
start to finish, with dreamy music 
complementing languorous yet 
always intense sexuality, Drenched 
is a passionate reverie that actual¬ 
ly takes time to savor its sexuality 
(even though it inexplicably se¬ 
questers onto a bonus content 
disc its best tidbit, a musclebound 
stud squatting on Matthew Rush’s 
cock; and its most beautiful scene, 
Josh Weston and Alex LeMonde 
making spectacular love in a se¬ 
cluded lake; while permitting a 
petered-out orgy to occupy the fi-

nale’s slot).. 

Lane Fuller (his chest thankful¬ 
ly unshaven) heats up three suc¬ 
cessive scenes: in an aquamarine 
pond with sensational Brad Pat¬ 
ton; a salacious group-romp cul¬ 
minating with Fuller astride Jack 
Ryan’s questing prong; and a 
torchlit bout with Chase Hunter. 
Rush is dynamite making out with 
muscular Viktor Perseo (whose 
ejaculation is accompanied by ex¬ 
clamations in Russian, both fer¬ 
vent and incomprehensible). 
Newcomer Tyler Gunn is a sizzling 
beauty, and stars Carlos Morales, 
Filippo Romano, Tommy Brandt, 
Joe Foster and Tag Adams (here 
IDed as Chet Roberts) are seen at 
their best. Drenched had me 
drenched in a variety of body flu¬ 
ids, from drool to jiz. 

And then there’s the Jocks fea¬ 
ture Quarterback Sack, created 
(I’m told) because Josh Weston 
wanted to be gangbanged. Boy, is 
he ever. The delightful proposition 
is that coach Maxx Diesel wants his 
football squadron to let off a little 
steam before the big game. The 
team members haul out their 
members, go all-out for their bud¬ 
dies, and rim Diesel like he’s Odin 
being swallowed up by the great 
Fenris wolf at the end of the world. 
Then Josh is kidnapped and 
fucked silly by the rival team — 
nine swarthy, super-hung and 
mostly uncut Hispanic dudes. Al¬ 
though this second scene is not as 
strong as the first, I admired West¬ 
on’s lascivious appetite and ability. 
And I appreciated the movie’s for¬ 
mat: these two 45-minute group 
scenes show Falcon trying new for¬ 
mats.

suppressed feelings. He will aban¬ 
don his wife if necessary (he can 
no longer keep up the pretense) 
and will tell his mother the truth, 
no matter how painful. Finally, 
he’s himself. His infatuation with 
Louis is sweet yet demanding. 

Streep plays several roles with 
remarkable skill. Her Hannah 
even has a little humor: she arrives 
in Brooklyn like a no-nonsense 
Blanche du Bois. She’s also very 
funny as Ethel Rosenberg, who 


haunts the dying Cohn. Thomp¬ 
son essays multiple characters 
with warmth and power. As Harp¬ 
er, Parker is moving in an under¬ 
developed role. Wright’s Belize 
has a fierce integrity and un¬ 
flinching humanity. 

The film moves in and out of 
“reality.” Its spiritual values are 
broad and inclusive, affirming 
something beyond reality that 
people must find if they are to 
transcend the horrors of a disease 
no one can cure, which many 
think afflicts those who deserve 
death. None of America’s usual 
protections — class, wealth, race, 


education, gender, youth — are ef¬ 
fective against AIDS. It’s an equal- 
opportunity destroyer. Traditional 
institutions and leaders have failed, 
so new ones are needed. The Angel 
hails Prior as the Prophet. Can he 
forge a new path, if not to salva¬ 
tion, then at least to hope? ▼

hanksgiving’s over, but the 
turkeys keep coming. ’Tis 
officially the holiday TV 
season, which means it’s also the 
end of the fall season. December 
means lots of reruns, a few de¬ 
buts of midseason replacements, 
and more holiday specials than 
you can shake a remote at. If 
“Bah, humbug!” is your mantra, 
leave the set off for the next few 
weeks and get spiritual, or start 
volunteering that tube time at 
the local shelter. Otherwise, ex¬ 
pect to be singing “Jingle Bell 
Rock” around the clock. 

With the fall season officially 
ended, most shows are on hiatus 
until January and the networks 
have decided, based on ratings 
and other, more mysterious con¬ 
siderations, what stays and what 
goes. 


Some cancellations are no 
surprise: ABC’s LA Dragnet 
proved that adding a city’s initials 
before the name of a revamped 
but still bad show doesn’t make it 
any better. The critics 
panned David Kelley’s 
The Brotherhood of 
Poland, New Hamp¬ 
shire on CBS, and it 
never caught on with 
viewers. Despite a 
comfy Thursday 
placement between 
Will & Grace 
and ER, the 
edgy and 
much-touted 
Coupling, with its endless sexual 
intrigue, bisexuality and hard- 
ons, never quite caught on. Some 
British shows don’t lend them¬ 
selves to American translation. 
The cast was good, but there were 
never those laugh-out-loud mo¬ 
ments essential to a winning sit¬ 


com. NBC also canceled Rob 
Lowe’s interesting but not-quite- 
edgy-enough political drama, 
The Lyon’s Den. Had it not been 
up against a revamped and fabu¬ 
lous The Practice on ABC, it 
might have lasted more 
than a season on 
Sunday nights. Lowe 
should have stayed 
with The West Wing, 
where he was terrific. 
But at least now he 
has more time to de¬ 
vote to helping 
Gov. Ahhh- 
nold run Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Two of the worst debuts of the 
season have also blessedly been 
canceled: The Mullets, no com¬ 
ment needed; and Luis, the 
hideous Steppin’ Fetchit Latino 
sitcom. Also getting the ax: Skin, 
FOX’s expensive guilty-pleasure 
show about the porn industry, 
with hunks on parade. But the 
cancellation which shocked us is 
NBC’s Boomtown, one of the best 
dramas on TV. The show never 
got much of a chance in its two 
sort-of seasons. It floated from 
spot to spot, sometimes Fridays, 
sometimes Sundays. Viewers 
couldn’t find it, and it needed a 
regular home to develop a devot¬ 
ed fan base. NBC showed it twice 
this season and then pulled it, de¬ 
spite critical acclaim. Hiss. 

Another edgy drama which 
has dealt with gay themes, bully¬ 
ing, sexual predation, racism and 
other issues part of high school 
life is FOX’s Boston Public. Con¬ 
sistently intelligent and realistic, 
this show deserves to stay on the 
air. 

What’s shocking is how many 
bad shows haven’t been canceled. 
Most of the new fall line-up has 
been a disappointment. We only 
like smart, funny sitcoms, thus 
W&G, Frasier and even Friends 
continue to amuse us, and ABC’s 
Hope & Faith, featuring comedy 
heavyweights Kelly Ripa and

Faith Ford, is very funny. But as 
much as we wanted to like It’s All 
Relative, it’s simply too stupid to 
woo us. The gay element could¬ 
n’t be more forced, and the pre¬ 
dominant storyline is still het¬ 
erosexual. ABC renewed IAR for 
another full season. 

We were also surprised that 
Whoopi was renewed. We love 
Miz Goldberg, but the show is 
very uneven, and we can’t quite 
get behind the terrorism-is- 
funny premise. Ditto for the un¬ 
evenness of Happy Family, also in 
the NBC Tuesday lineup. Chris¬ 
tine Baranski and John Laro- 
quette are superb, but writers 
have to give actors funny lines for 
sitcoms to work. 

Uniform watch 

Enough of the old season. 
Time to ring in the new. Set the 
VCRs for ABC’s new drama Line 
of Fire, which debuted Tuesday. 
The Sopranos-caliber mob-vs.- 
Fed storyline is edge-of-your-seat 
drama, and if the premiere was 
an indicator, this show rocks. 
Plus, for the lesbian viewer, lots 
of hot women in uniform. 

While he was a star of Satur¬ 
day Night Live, African-Ameri¬ 
can comedian Tracy Morgan was 
absolutely hilarious, especially as 
a lisping Mike Tyson, and in drag 
as Star Jones and Oprah. So give 
his new sitcom, debuting this 
week on NBC, a chance. Howev¬ 
er, all-black shows on largely all- 
white networks haven’t had 
much luck in recent times. Mor¬ 
gan has fabulous comic timing, 
but whether the ghetto humor 
will capture a mixed audience 
(and acceptable ratings) is the 
question. The network should be 
promoting the show trying to 
capture the SNL crowd. In 
Whoopi’s time slot for now. 

And may we simply say, for 
the record: No new gay TV in the 
new season. Wasn’t it just five sec¬ 
onds ago we were hearing from 
conservatives that the end of the 
world was near because there was 
so much queer TV? Looks like 
the trend is in stasis. However, 
expect NBC to run lots of Queer 
Eye episodes through the holi¬ 
days. It may be the only palatable 
reality TV show on the air, trying 
as it does to be firm but kind to 
its mentorees. Every member of 
the Fab Five is a delight. We think 


NBC should just put QE on net¬ 
work and make the most of the 
ratings bonanza while it lasts. 

Certainly that’s what George 
Bush was doing with his secret 
two-hour trip to talk turkey with 
the troops at Baghdad airport on 
Thanksgiving. We try to quell 
any natural cynicism that 
sprduts up when Bush and his 
cadre do something for a ratings 
bump. We liked Bush’s outfit: 
rugged and military-looking. 
The Democrats so have their 
work cut out for them. Sen. Hi¬ 
lary Clinton (D-NY) was in Iraq 
on a long-planned trip at the 
same time as the Prez, but got lit¬ 
tle press for it in his wake, natu¬ 
rally. She chose the path of least 
resistance and praised the Presi¬ 
dent for his visit. 

National Security Advisor 
Condoleezza Rice, who had ac¬ 
companied Bush (do we still have 
a Secretary of State?), made the 
rounds of the morning talk shows 
detailing how the trip had been 
planned and why — nothing 
about boosting his polls, just 
about boosting morale. Spin 
about the economy coincided 
with spin about the President’s 
trip, since the holiday shopping 
season began in earnest last Friday. 
Every newscast noted “with the 
economy getting stronger,” or 
“with the economy improving,” or 
some variation on that theme. We 
suggest the President take a trip to 
California to visit his new gover¬ 
nor and check out all the super¬ 
market employees on strike. For 
the record numbers of Americans 
who are currently un- or under¬ 
employed, that “improving econ¬ 
omy” is pumpkin pie in the sky. 

Finally, with holiday prep in 
full swing and charitable 
thoughts on the minds of many 
Americans, Dateline exposed 
charitable giving last week. Their 
advice: Caveat emptor. Giver be¬ 
ware: Know your charity before 
you give. ’Tis the season to steal, 
apparently. And with charitable 
giving way down in the current, 
um, improving economy, it’s im¬ 
portant that the gifts you give get 
to those who deserve them. 
Bravo to Dateline for an expose 
in time to protect the giver and 
the needy. 

Now turn off the tube and get 
out and give. We’ll stay tuned for 
you. ▼
